THE PLANETS IN 
KOREAN ASTROLOGY 


They closely resemble in structure the desig- 
nations of the planets in Chinese Astrology, 
the names demonstrating the connection be- 
tween the given celestial body and the par- 
ticular one of the so-called “five elements” 
(i. Wood, Metal, Water, Fire and Earth) 
which it governs. The “elements” in the order 
just given correspond to the planets Jupiter, 
Venus, Mercury, Mars and Saturn in that 
order. The reason for these correspondences 
would take us deeply into Chinese alchemy 
and even Hindu Tantrik esotericism, which, 
for the present purpose, would lead us foo 
far afield. 

Hence, without further introduction, we sub- 
tend the Korean names of the planetary prin- 
ciples, as still used today in Korean astrology 
—anow playing a part (no one can guess how 
significant as yet) in the present struggle in 
Korea. Astrology is being politically used in 
North Korea. This at least we can say. The 
names follow: 

Venus — Keum-chik-sung (literally, “metal

Mercury — Su-chik-sung (literally; "water

Saturn —To-chik-sung ("earth star’) 

Jupiter — Mok-chik-sung (“wood star’) 

Mars — Wha-chik-sung (“fire star'’) 

The Sun and Moon are simply called by the 
Korean words meaning Sun and Moon, the 
exact franslations of the names being “Sun 
star” and “Moon star’. It is also interesting 
to note that the Koreans (as did the ancient 
Babylonians) use 12 hours to a day, and have 
a system of planetary hours much as we in the 
West.

patriotic attempts at sneering done in 
some quarters, still rate very high as war 
potential and know-how. It is more than 
probable that the German astrological 
brains were appropriated along with 
scientists and industrialists in the Eastern 
Zone cf Germany, and are now working 
in the USSR. It is « highly precarious 
position they enjoy—or perhap that is 
the wrong word. They are no doubt paid 
well, but at the first sign that they are 
no longer needed they can be perfectly 
legally liquidated at any moment. And 
in Russia, under the NKVD one never 
knows... 

But we are in a very factual position to 
know that 

a) Germany used astrological knowl- 
edge during World War II. 

b) Hitler’s astrological staff advised 
against the Russian invasion; so did the 
German Generals. 

c) The Junker caste—aside from 
geographical propinquity—has always 
historically been on the side of Com- 
munists. 

Thus: they were constantly against any 
invasion of Russia by Hitler, though na- 
turally they hod to undertake it ,when 
ordered. Furthermore, it was German 
Junkers who abducted Lenin from Switz- 
erland in 1917 when they saw the tide 
turning against the Central Powers, and 
turned him loose in Russia where he was 
able to foment the Bolshevik revolution, 
overthrowing Czarist Russia which had 
been fighting on the side of the Allies. 
Though this move did not in this case en- 
able Germany to win the war, it illustrates 
clearly the intent and attitude of the 
Junkers toward the Communists. The 
Junkers, ever since the Knight Templars, 
have fought against the Poles; so have 
the Soviets and Russia. 

d) All the Prussian territory—the 
home of the Junkers—is, now in the Rus- 
sian Zone, and Russia has in her employ 
, and service many German scientists and 
generals, as well as manufacturers and 
industrialists. 

e) It is by no means improbable 
that German industrial design is behind 
the Russian tanks now being so devastat- 
ingly deployed in Korea; and it is equally 
suggested that German military brains— 
excellent at tank.warfare—have had an 








important part in planning the expert 
armored strategy which dominates the 
North Korean moves. The Soviet men- 
tality is not so mobile and elastically 
responsive. 

f) Last, and not at all least, from 
the timing of the invasion it is sinisterly 
patent that the Russians had access to 
some excellent astrological know-how, 
We shall enlarge this vital point; for in 
modern warfare timing is half or more 

half the battle. 

Before w do that, however, we shall 
stop briefly further to amplify para- 
graph (d, foregoing), On July 16, 1950, 
Senator Brien McMahdn, chairman of the 
Joint Congressional Atomic Energy Com- 
mittee, held a very significant interview 
with United Press representatives in 
Washington, D. C. The subject of the dis- 
closure by Senator McMahon was the 
hydrogen bomb, on which he stated Rus- 
sia was “working.” The United States is 
now seeking, Senator McMahon added, 
a suitable site on which to commence con- 
struction necessary for H-bomb manu- 
facture. “The only reason I hope it will 
be built,” he declared, “is because the 
Soviets are working on it.” 

Finally, McMahon specifically stated 
that the USSR is solving its problem of 
H and A-bomb building with the aid of 
German scientists and technicians cap- 
tured and taken to the Soviet Union after 
World War II. We may add also to that 
group those German scientists and engi- 
neers who voluantarily enlisted their 
services and knowledge with the Soviets 
because of (1) financjal remuneration; 
(2) Soviet propaganda that they would 
only and always be regarded as “Nazis” 
by the Western pewers, who had con- 
sistently proved themselves “against Ger- 
many ;” (3) the scientist’s and engineer’s 
dream of virgin and rich resources ready 
to be developed by his creative endeavors 
—this dream presented as being capable 
of fulfillment by Soviet conditions. 

Outbreak of Invasion 

The chart of the outbreak of the 
Korean invasion by Soviet supplied 
and inspired Nasth Koreans, presents 
serious testimony that along with this 
group of other types of German scien- 
tists (as well as Junker generals and 
tacticians) went a substantial portion of 
the astrological consultants of the Third 
Reich, or ‘their successors. Let us not 
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forget that highly polished and scientific 
astrological skill existed in Germany 
since shortly after World War I, when 
Alfred Witte of Hamburg developed an 
emphasis on accuracy to the minute of arc 
in astrological work, irrespective of what- 
ever defects from other considerations 
lay in Witte’s system. Kraft, Hitler’s 
astrologer par excellence, was—political 
or character prejudice quite aside— one 
of the finest astrologers practicing in 
Europe. This is the report of those who 
knew his work since his Swiss period. 

Setting up the chart for the outbreak of 
hostilities in Korea (SEE FIGURES) 
we find both the solar chart and the ordi- 
nary natal chart of extraordinay interest. 
Indeed, the solar chart may well prove to 
be the more reliable, since exact data as 
to the inception of the outbreak of hostili- 
ties are not actually extant. The first 
official source is the news conference on 
July 5, 1950, with Secretary of State 
Acheson, who. stated that “it all started 
at dawn on Sunday, June 25, Korean 
time.” In saying this, Acheson was em- 
bodying all the reports from eye-wit- 
nesses at the front that had filtered in to 
Washington via telephone and wire. The 
latitude was of course just about the 38th 
parallel, North; and the longitude was 
that of the Ponchon-Uipongbu-Seoul cor- 
tidor, down which the first offensive 
Started, at 127° East.

The first report to the UN Security 
Council by the US Government, in ac- 
cordance with the Council Resolution of 
July 7, 1950, was rendered on July 24, 
1950. This report made a show of accu- 
racy by stating that the Korean War 
started at 0400 Korean time on June 25, 
1950. However, the earlier reports stated 
merely “dawn;” and since the Sun rose 
on June 25th at 0500 Korean time, the 
figure of 0400 is merely the conventional 
1 hour before sunrise taken as “dawn,” 
which actually could have been anything 
from 0400 to 0500. In view of these facts, 
we shall confine our attention to the Solar 
Chart (SEE FIGURE), which in this 
case may be even more significant since 
it is the chart of actual sunrise in Korea 
on June 25, 1950. We must also use the 
USSR chart (SEE FIGURE). 

With a rising conjunction of Sun- 
Uranus and a culminating Jupiter, a tre- 
mendous power of the initiative is here 
shown, as well as great advantage to the 
aggressor in the situation (1st house). 
The 7th house—ruling the opponents of 
the aggressor—appears in a much worse 
way, ruled by an afflicted Saturn in the 
4th. We might also point out, as an 
added astrological facet to the North 
Korean-Soviet position, that the powerful 
trine of Jupiter to Uranus-Sun is com- 
pleted by sign by the Soviet natal Sun- 
Mercury in Scorpio, and thus forms a 
grand trine in water—the element of 
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subtlety and guerilla infiltration: tactics 
so prominent in the situation. Further- 
more, the moment of the outbreak was so 
chosen that the transiting Saturn in Virgo 
falls on the US natal Neptune, and the 
transiting Neptune in Libra on the US 
natal Saturn—an exchange token of a 
deadly paralysis... 

What gives us pause here, is that this 
potent configuration—so redolent of con- 
fusion and unpreparedness (and even 
corruption) in this country—happens but 
once in almost 825 years! The confusion 
and unpreparedness has been appartent. 
And as to the corruption, we have just 
finished the revelation of Communist- 
inspired activities in various govern- 
mental departments, not to mention divers 
other forms of corrupt politics in more 
local areas, as the present Congressional 
investigation into organized’ criminal ac- 
tivities proves, We note that this extra- 
ordinary Saturn-Neptune interchange has 
never occurred before in the history of 
the United States, and will not again 
until about 2774 A.D. Astrologically 
speaking, the end of June 1950, during 
the influence of the disorganizing Nep- 
tune-Saturn transits, and with Mars 
applying to a square of Uranus as well as 
to a conjunction of the US natal Saturn, 
was just the time to catch us off guard. 
This time is outstandingly apparent. 
Many other configurations could also have 
been used to delineate this period. Charles 
E. O. Carter very successfully did so in 
the June 1950 issue of American Astrol- 
ogy, specifically speaking of mobilization 
in the US toward the end of the month 
due to a disquieting international situa- 
tion. Mr. Carter’s copy was written and 
received in this country well in advance 
of the month of June. 


Timing of Korean War 


The diabolical timing of the Korean 
War points unmistakably to the use of 
Astrology by the Soviets—undoubtedly 
Nazi inspired. We must rise to this 
occasion. Whether the government of the 
United States holds a brief for Astrology 
or not, this most modern and yet ageless 
weapon must be studied and employed if 
we wish to save much bloodshed and 
many losses. Timing is of the essence, 
as we have bitterly learned. There is a 
tremendous building and airplane-con- 
struction activity going on in Russia, as

evidenced by the long slow transit of the 
estimated position of Pan (see American 
Astrology, January 1947 and May 1948) 
over the Soviet Uranus in Aquarius in 
the 4th house of the home ground. All 
kinds of radiation and jet weapons are 
being developed apace. This fact is but 
one out of many ways in which scientific 
astrology can—and in the light of the 
Korean timing, must—aid our Central 
Intelligence. 


The probability of Russia choosing 
such a time “by chance,” when it occurs 
but once in 824 years, is overwhelmingly 
small. The Korean chart is exactly the 
one which an expert astrologer would 
have advised the Communists to use. 

There is but one point in our favor, 
and in favor of the realization of the ideal 
of the United Nations; namely, that the 
Korean War Chart represents a quick — 
“putsch,” and that if we and the rest of 
the UN forces can force a delaying and 
slowing down action we have excellent 
chances of ultimate victory, when the 
initiave power of the chart is exhausted. 
Let us not forget that the UN forces of 
law and order are appropriately ruled by 
Saturn in this figure, and that slowness 
and steadiness is a characteristic of that 
planet’s action. Moreover, Saturn is placed 
in the 4th house of the map—governing 
the end or final outcome of the affair. 
This position signifies that defeat is not 
due, though with the square to Mercury 
it is well-nigh certain that conferences 
and compromises will be forthcoming. 

However, let us remember that the 
Korean Chart is very favorable to the 
Soviets astrologically, with the exception 
of one point: the USA Jupiter (in 
Cancer) is in the ascendant. Electional 
charts can never be chosen perfectly, and 
no doubt the Soviet astrological advisor 
noted the defect hut could not avoid it if 
he wished to retain all the astrological 
advantages of the chart to the USSR. 
Nevertheless that rising US Jupiter, in 
sextile to the 4th house Saturn of the 
Korean figure is, in the writer’s estima- 
tion, the significator of ultimate victory. 
But with such a tremendous initiative, 
the victory will be won at great cost to 
UN lives (though we are sure that USSR 
will volunteer no troops to fight with the 
UN forces) !

place of travel; the Tenth, the profes- 
sion; the Eleventh, the Good Demon.

his second station has different configura- 
tions, having an anomaly of 90 days 
when he is in sextile to the Sun. In the 
former he is violently harmful and makes 
those born under him the same; but in 
the latter he makes audacious men, over- 
confident, evildoers, prisoners, robbers, 
. the Sun has the remaining 60 de- 
grees distance away from him. These 
configurations are called his phases. 
The Zodiac 
The configurations of the Sun are four, 
two equinoctial in the eighth™ degrees 
of Aries and Libra, and the two tropics, 
the summer tropic in the eighth degree 
of Cancer and the winter tropic in the 
eighth degree of Capricorn. And the 
Moon’s configurations are principally 
four: the conjunction when she is in- 
visible, the first quarter when she is 8 
(sc. days old), the full moon when she 
is 14, and the second quarter when she 
is 21. She releases the bonds of longi- 
tude and latitude every seven days, but 
the Sun does so in the tropical and equi- 
noctial degrees. 
Oblique Ascension 
Line 38: Now owing to the obliquity 
of the circle the signs do not rise in equal 
periods of time, but there are seven dif- 
ferent places or climates (i.e., latitudes), 
In the climate of Ethiopia Aries rises in 
22 degree-periods™ and Libra in 38, 
making an addition of two-and-two-thirds 
(sc. degree-periods per sign from Aries 
to Libra)“ In that of Syria, Aries rises 
in 21 and Libra in 39, an addition and 
subtraction of 3. In that of Rhodes 
(Aries) 20, and Libra 40, an addition 
and subtraction of three-and-a-third. In 


, (22) The eighth degree! Manetho, like all the astrolo- 
gers of his time, had never heard of the zodiac being 
defined by the position of the equinox, for the simple 
reason that very few of them were able to determine 
where the equinox fell. The actual date of its being 
in 8 Aries was 364 B.C., but since it did not occur 
to people that the equinox might be moving, they con- 
tinued for another four or five centuries to say that it 
fell in the eighth degree, although ephemerides which 
have survived show that in fact it was now several 
degrees further back. This proves that the zodiac of the 
ancients must have been measured from a fixed star (as 
indeed was only natural) and not from the equinox at 
all.

Grandon Trine sketched in his psycho- 
logical theories, explaining his conviction 
that he thought his secretary might be in 
danger because of the adverse astrologi- 
cal indications, and confessing his plan 
for setting a trap.

“Of course you didn’t know there was 
another girl there?” 

“That’s the point. If Mary Belle Custer 
had acted like any human being, and told 
me her sister was here— That would have 
added up to real astrological sense, too!

We've 
dug out all that.” 

“Please |” 
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“Your girl seems to have been the best 
of a family of sour ones, poor white trash 
they call them in the South. The home 
conditions were pretty sordid, and the 
mother was on the amoral side. There 
were five children, and all three boys 
have been in trouble one way or another. 
The whole crew of them apparently have 
been bleeding this girl of yours. I think 
you'll find she’s been sending about all 
the money she can get back to that worth- 
less crew. This sister, Evelyn, was the 
youngest and apparently a very vain little 
piece. She was cagy when it came to ped- 
dling her virtue, as we construct the 
story, but she made a play for someone of 
prominence down there and guessed 
wrong. We'll know better affer the au- 
topsy, but as we dope it she came up 
here for your girl to get her out of 
trouble. I think your secretary was not 


so much afraid of being caught in her — 


wrong age as ashamed of a thoroughly 
worthless family. I think that’s why the 
murder has knocked her for a loop, more 
than anything else.” 

Jack Wilson arrived somewhat breath- 
lessly, anxious to know what had gone 
wrong. “Your man arrived promptly on 
schedule, I take it?” 

Grandon Trine introduced McCardell. 
“T didn’t know there was a sister here, 
and so I was too late to set the trap or 
catch this Parker, as I had hoped, red- 
handed.” 

“What a shame, what a damned 
shame!” The Federal investigator hesi- 
tated, then brightened to some extent. 
“Anyway, I’ve found out who he is, and 
it won’t take long to learn whether he has 
been away from his home this week-end, 
and perhaps pin the murder on him.” 

“We think he used the name of Wil- 
liam Allbright here,” McCardell ex- 
plained. “At least, someone by that name 
checked in at the hotel there, on Friday 
evening early, and left about fi¥e in the 
morning’on Monday, before the murder 
was discovered.

He had the 
agency for a flock of states out there for 
one or more of the big Hartford com- 
panies, and until along about 1937 he was 
regarded as the smartest young fellow 
ever to get into that line down there, and 
then there was trouble, a scandal that ap- 
parently was purely a personal matter, the 
killing of a man that had an affair with 
his wife, followed by a spectacular di- 
vorce and a lot of talk, and so he resigned 
from everything.” 

“Hold it,” said Grandon Trine. Then 
he added, after rechecking Parker’s chart, 
“That’s right, a complete change in 1938, 
probably a new line of business.” 

“He had plenty of resources. His father 
had been in South American shipping 
and it’s quite possible he was born in Rio 
de Janeiro, although local records have 
him as coming into this world there in 
Centroville, on one of the family estates. 
Then in Forty-one he started a new in- 
surance company and built it up to sky- 
rocketing proportions in some five years. 
Then apparently he lost interest in busi- 
ness and money.” 

“That all checks,” the astrologer said, 
interrupting. “Mercury went retrograde 
in 1938, the principat indication. The sun 
was trine the radical moon in 1941, and 
then there was a square of Venus to radi- 
cal Mercury in 1945 or 1946, which was 
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what I thought might show the political 
turn of which I spoke when you were up 
here before.” 

“He was very active in the by-elections 
of 1946. He had been a supporter of the 
regular Democratic slate right along, and 
in the 1944 presidential elections he had 
formed a great attachment for—” he hesi- 
tated, “—Sydney Carton.” 

Grandon Trine turned to the police in- 
vestigator. “That’s the name we use, since 
it might be dangerous if something was 
overheard.” 

The Federal man continuéd. “In 1948 
he went to town out there, all through 
that territory, and helped greatly in the 
Democratic sweep, and then something 
happened, and he became very bitter, 
especially against Carton. Those who 
know him say he has been different ever 
since, although they can’t explain it. And 
then, one or two of the men on the inside, 
have told me that for the past two or 
three months he has been definitely 
eccentric, and nobody understands just 
what has happened to him.”

_ “The psychology of genius, if I can put 
it that way. Mercury in his chart by sec- 
ondary direction has arrived by retro- 
grade motion to an exact conjunction with 
his elevated and radical Mars, right at the 
spot where my secretary’s radical Pluto 
made her vulnerable, through her sister 
as it happened, and the spdt where 
Uranus is approaching in the murder 
chart. The crime will not have given him 
the satisfaction he had hoped to get, and 


so his mind will do quite a flip-flop, as the 
human mind always does in circumstances 
like this. His radical sun and his Mercury 
are in his eighth house, the house of 
death, and because of the tenth-house 
Jupiter and Mars, he has to have applause 
in what he does. He doesn’t know it, but 
I think he’s going to enjoy confessing 
everything and going to the chair with 
quite a bit of bravado. I may be wrong, 
and he’s a clever man and will have to be 
shown that we have the goods on him be- 
fore he cracks, but I’ll make a side wager 
that he waives extradition.” 

John McCardell ‘shook his head, but 
with a flicker of admiration. “‘I think 
you're a little cuckoo yourself, Mr. Trine. 
Casual identifications won’t hold in court 
with a man as prominent as that, way out 
in Centroville—” 

“Maybe not,” the astrologer said, smil- 
ing now as he interrupted, “but they'll 
hold with a diseased mind as imaginative 
and capable as this one. His very sense of 
self-importance, with a rising moon and 
Saturn in Scorpio, will make him incapa- 
ble of seeing loopholes any petty male- 
factor would notice with his eyes shut. 
He’s got to be dramatic and remain the 
king-pin, and when you get any mind 
twisted or perverted enough the individ- 
ual will strut his stuff. Catch him right 
and he’ll confess all those perfect crimes 
of his. He just didn’t realize how wide 
open he would leave himself if he played 
at ducks and drakes with astrology.” 

“Suppose you don’t catch him right?” 
McCardell asked. 

“Then he’ll be ugly, and it may be quite 
dangerous. But why cross’ bridges in ad- 
vance? Let’s go out to the great South- 
west and get him.” 

Wilson had been watching the astrolo- 
ger’s face. “Why are you so sure of 
things, all of a sudden?” 

“First of all, because he’s unsure.” 
Trine turned to the Homicide man, 
“Show him that note, the one Evelyn 
Custer put under the blotter, unfinished. 
Now, ask yourself, how could the girl 
write that?” 

McCardell’s eyes glinted. “I was won- 
dering about that myself.”

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Vermont— 
| The 14th State 


VERMONT, a New England state, the 
14th to join the Union, March 4, 1791, 
is bounded by the Canadian province 
of Quebec (north), New Hampshire 
(east), Massachusetts (south), and New 
York and Lake Champlain (west). 

It is known as the Green Mountain 
State. Saturn rising in the first, the win- 
ters are long, with warm, but seldom hot 
summers. The first. house is well tenanted, 
and Mars, one of the planets therein, 
brings a certain ruggedness. Venus, planet 
of beauty, conjuncts Saturn, planet of 
height, and opposes Jupiter. The Green 
and Taconic Mts. have several peaks, 
more than 2,000 to 4,000 feet above sea- 
level. 

With four planets in Pisces (one the 
Moon, co-ruler of the 4th), the Mississ- 
quoi, Lamoille, Winooski and. Otter are 
rivers of considerable size, flowing into 
Lake Champlain. Large bodies of water 
come under the Fixed Star Scheat—28° 
Pisces, of the nature of Mars-Mercury. 
In this wheel we find Venus conjunct 
this star. 

With Saturn in the first, an angle hav- 
ing to do with outward appearance, Ver- 
mont, geologically, is one of the oldest 
parts of the country, the strata being, in 
the main, Cambrian and Ordovician. 

Saturn has some rulership over the 
10th house occupation—the chief mineral 
wealth consists of granite and marble 
quarries, white talc, asbestos, iron and 
copper. These are still worked. 

Mountain flora include many species 
rarely found elsewhere. Taurus, an earthy 
sign, has part rulership over the 2nd, 
house of income. Virgo, another earth 
sign, and one associated with food for the 
masses, rules part. of the 6th, the house 
of work and health. Jupiter, ruler of the 
10th, occupation, is also placed in Virgo, 
and we find dairying a principal industry. 
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This state exceeds all others in maple 
sugar production. 

The ruler of the 2nd is Mars, which is 
conjunct Moon and Sun. Everything 
seems to be manufactured here, from or- 
gans, scales, and window-screens to fibers 
for brush making. 

With the ruler of the 3rd house, Venus, 
so close to its exaltation degree in Pisces, 
higher education is offered at the Uni- 
versity of Vermont, established back in 
1791. Middlebury College and Norwich 
University are other leading educational 
centers. 


Vermont's Capital 


The capital is Montpelier. Samuel de 
Champlain was the first white man to 
view the country (1609), when sailing 
through the lake named for him. Although 
French and British military posts had 
long been established in the vicinity of 
the lake, the first permanent settlement 
was not begun until 1724, when Fort 
Dummer was founded. Bennington was 
established in 1761, and Newbury a year 
later. 
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New Hampshire and New York claimed 
the land, and only the outbreak of the 
Revolution stilled the rivalry. The settlers 
from both states proclaimed their inde- 
pendence in 1777 (notice double-bodied 
signs on all angles, most important on the 
4th house). 

In the Civil War Vermont furnished 
35,242 men to the Union cause, out of a 
total population of 315,098. 

In November 1927, when the transiting 
Jupiter was in Pisces, also transiting 
Uranus in the same sign very close to 
the state’s Venus (which as stated before 
is conjunct the Fixed Star Scheat, which 
rules damage from heavy rains), and 
Mars was transiting in Scorpio, another 
water sign, exceptional rainfall caused 
extensive damage and considerable loss 
of life. 

The state’s seal is difficult to interpret. 
The wooded hills portrayed on it are the 
Green Mountains. The sheaves represent 
agriculture; the cow, dairying. The top 
wavy lines may be clouds; the bottom 
ones, the water of Lake Champlain and 
the rivers of the state. The object oppdsite 
the cow may be a spontoon (a short pike 
used by commissioned officers of the early 
United States militia), a fleur-de-lis, or 
just a decoration. The pine tree was 
familiar in New England on early flags, 
shillings and the like. The 14 branches 
without a “leader” may recall Vermont’s 
reaction to its exclusion from the 13 
Original States. She was an independent 
state for 14 years (14 seems to be talis- 
manic—it took 14 years to perfect the 
Union of the Original Colonies). The 
motto is “Freedom and Unity.” 


You and Vermont 


What is there in your own horoscope 
that might attract you to Vermont, or 
make you stay out of this state? 

If you were born eight days before or 
after March 4th, Vermont may suit you 
since the Moon, Sun, and Mars are close 
to your radical Sun. You are modest, 
sometimes lack self-confidence. You hesi- 
tate putting yourself forward, for fear of 
not doing justice to the position. But you 
are difficult to fool, and know things in- 
stinctively.. Much is unfolded to you, in 
sleep, and you are intuitive, and should 
always follow your own hunches, rather 
than rely on the advice of others.

12 signs, and a little of some of the ad- 
verse traits. If you find yourself in Ver- 
mont, you may be resigned to staying 
there.

Should you celebrate your birthday 8 
days before or after March 26th, you will 
do much better in another state. The 
climate will be too cold for you, for here 
your radical Sun falls under the rays of 
Saturn. Some delay in arriving at the 
place you had counted on, minor setbacks, 
disappointments arising from friends— 
might affect you. 

Your love life will never be too dull in 
Vermont if you were born 8 days before 
or after August 3rd. You are romantic 
to begin with. Your heart affairs start and 
end abruptly. There is a touch of the 
unconventional about you, so remember, 
you are living in a state steeped in tradi- 
tion and convention. A child of yours 
might be rather precocious, or some un- 
usual problem might arise over children. 

Those born 8 days before or after 
October 21st insure anything which is 
supposed to come to them by legacy or 
inheritance. They take pains that every- 
thing is clear, precise, and in black and 
white with no loop holes. They keep prac- 
tical, avoid dreaming or hoping for the 
unattainable. . 

Vermont is one of your best states, if 
you were born 8 days before or after 
September 22nd. Jupiter, in the state’s 
horoscope, spreads a protective vibration 
over your radical Sun. Here you would 
fare well in your occupation, perhaps 
aided by a parent. Your marriage would 
be successful, because the partner may 
have considerable money of his or her 
own, have been married before, have a 
jovial di-osition, allowing you much lib- 
erty (a good thing in marriage). 

If you belong to that group born be- 
tween June 1880 and June 1881, your 
radical Jupiter falls in the 2nd (house 
of money) in this wheel, BUT so does 
your Saturn. So whatever money or se- 
curity you have, the position attained, you 
worked for and deserve; it was not an 
easy matter, but one more of perspiration 
than inspiration. 

This state favors your financial, mate- 
rial side if you were born between May 
1892 and May 1893. You arrived by tak- 
ing a chance, trying the new. You are not 
too easily discouraged, and can direct the 
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work of others. In Vermont, your possible 
problem would come in either business 
partnerships, or marriage. If you have 
married, and everything is not so rosy, 
divorcing your mate may not solve that 
problem. It is best to adopt a philosophical 
attitude. 

If you were born.between April 1904 
and May 1905, Vermont should bring you 
a good income, work you enjoy, and 
steady employment, all because you have 
some manual skill. You are discerning 
and creative. A responsibility to a parent, 
or helping another along, is quite possible, 
but you will be able to afford it. Towards 
the end of your life you may remove from 
Vermont to another locality, with no de- 
sire to return. 

Born April 1916 to April 1917, this 
state is fortunate for you when we think 
in terms of money or possessions. As a 
group you have the inherent ability to 
adapt yourself to almost any environment. 
The practical lines in business will attract 
you. Your one slight delay or disappoint- 
ment will be in the romantic department. 
Marriage may come late, you might lose 
one to whom you were attached, or some 
person has made a decided impression 
which you may find difficult to eradicate. 
Accept whatever comes into your emo- 
tional life, and make the most of it, be- 
cause it possibly will not last. 

Your radical Jupiter falls in Vermont's 
2nd house, if you were born March 1928 
to April 1929. Your climb to the top, and 
what you save will be slower than others, 
because your radical Saturn falls in the 
10th house of this horoscope. A parent 
may have discouraged you somewhere 
along the line. After a success_of some 
kind, you may have shad a reversal, but 
you still will continue, and never despair, 
and so will triumph in the end. 

Born November 1888 to December 
1889, you have succeeded in Vermont, 
not only because your Jupiter is elevated 
in the 10th here, but broadly speaking you 
are progressive, aspiring, and also slightly 
aggressive. While others pondered, you 
consummated arrangements and deals. 
Restless, you kept trying new, improved 
methods. With all your good fortune, you 
may have had a health problem, somewhat 
chronic, as your radical Saturn falls in 
the 6th house of Vermont’s horoscope. 
Your workers might be older than you 
would like them to be. Eventually you 
might remove to another state, for you 





should be able to afford it, and health 
might be an important factor to you. 

If born from November 1900 to No- 
vember 1901, just as the last mentioned 
group, you also have your radical Jupiter 
in the 10th. However, your radical Saturn 
also is in the self-same house. So you 
worked harder for what you have and 
had considerable discouragements along 
the way. You found a few friends whom 
you trusted unworthy of your faith. But 
you transformed all this into a character- 
building phase of your life, and now you 
are understanding, cautious, and fare bet- 
ter in material things. 

Born October 1912 to November 1913, 
this is your fortunate state, as possibly a 
few others might be. You were not tied 
down or annoyed by the small petty things 
that would threaten the progress of the 
average individual. Your horizon is broad.

Those born October 1913 to July 1913, 
may have felt apart from relatives, 
brothers, sisters; also attracted neighbors 
who were not on the same mental plane.

"Round The Horoscope

PARTLY PSYCHOLOGICAL 


Dvrine the course of the present 
series of articles greater stress has been 
laid on the peculiarities of the very wide 
conjunction in Aquarius between the 
Moon and Mercury from the astronomical 
side rather than from the astrological, for 
these papers have been written to give 
students a clearer conception of the 
spherical structure of the horoscope than 
can usually be obtained from the standard 
textbooks. When all is said and gone, 
however, the purpose of the horoscope 
is to provide a medium from which astro- 
logical deductions can be made, and con- 
sequently a consideration of the psycho- 
logical effects of this conjunction will not 
be out of place. 

There can be no doubt that Aquarius 
is an excellent sign through which to 
receive the Mercurial vibrations, for while 
its airy nature provides an ideal means 
for the expression of the intellectual 
qualities of the planet, its fixity gives a 
degree of stability which steadies to 
advantage Mercury’s volatile character- 
istics. At the same time the reasoning 
faculties of the planet imbue the sign with 
more practicality than is usually asso- 
ciated with Aquarius. 

As in the case of Mercury, the nature 
of the Moon is changeable, but while the 
mutability of the planet shows out as 
versatility at the mental level, that of the 
luminary operates through the feelings 
resulting in fluctuating moods and emo- 
tional changes. Here again the fixed 
quality of Aquarius tends to dampen 
down or reduce the extent of the lunar 
oscillations, and as the Moon rules the 
habits this may often result in obstinacy, 
fixed opinions and conservative tenden- 


cies, for it must not be forgotten that the 
fixed signs are not concerned with doing 
but with maintaining. Inertia is one of 
their characteristics, and if this should 
be accentuated by other indications in the 
horoscope eyen Mercury would be 
smothered as if by a wet blanket, and 
so general laziness in the habits would 
be accompanied by mental inertia. 

Whether Moon conjunction Mercury in 
Aquarius is entirely good is therefore a 
moot point, for as always, so much de- 
pends on their house position and aspects, 
or on other features in the horoscope. 
If Mercury alone in Aquarius stands for 
mentality unclouded by feeling, in this 
conjunction the nimbiferous effect of the 
Moon may tend to befog the clear light 
of the intellect by a suffusion of nebulous 
prejudices and fixed ideas, so that un- 
doubtedly a trine or a sextile aspect be- 
tween the two bodies would be better than 
the conjunction. 

Apart from the signs and houses in 
which it falls, however, the strength of 
an aspect largely depends on its nearness 
to exactitude, one just within orbs having 
very little effect unless set off by another 
aspect or occurring close to angular cusps, 
but in the case of the conjunction under 
consideration (termed a “position” by the 
old astrologers, and not an “aspect”’), 
both bodies are together in Aquarius 
17° 53” yet no less than 7° 36’ apart due 
to the differences between their celestial 
latitudes. How is such a position to be 
interpreted ? 

The answer is two-fold, and lies in the 
distinction between sign effect and the 
limitations imposed on it by the mundane 
houses of the horoscope. Psychologically 
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the difference in latitude can be ignored, 
the conjunction between the two bodies 
being regarded as exact, representing the 
close intermingling of mind and feeling 
in a state of crystalline rigidity, scintil- 
lating yet averse to change. It is in the 
mortal instrument and its interaction with 
the material world, through and by which 
the Ego obtains his experience, that the 
disparity in latitude will make itself mani- 
fest, its effects working out according to 
the difference in house position of the 
two bodies. 

In Part III it was shown how in the 
progression of the horoscope Mercury 
arrives on the angular cusps before the 
Moon, the interval of time being greatly 
extended in the case of the ascendant 
in horoscopes cast for higher northern 
geographic latitudes. While this displace- 
ment in time enables the effects of the 
two bodies to be separated out by com- 
paring their respective operations under 
the directions Asc. p. cj. Mercury 
(mund.) and Asc. p. cj. Moon (mund.), 
so sharp a differentiation cannot usually 
be arrived at when studying the birth-map 
alone, and one can only look out for the 
possibility of one of the two bodies 
being nearer to a cusp than the other, 
in which case its influence would be more 
pronounced, particularly in matters affect- 
ing the house concerned. All this can be 
determined by working-out the semi-arcs 
of the two bodies as explained in earlier 
articles, proportioning them as required 
to obtain the relative positions of the 
planet and the luminary. 

Owing to the difference between their 
right ascensions, the two could never be 
together on the M.C. or I.C. in any part 
of the world, but, as mentioned in the 
preceding article, in certain geographic 
latitudes they could both be rising or set- 
ting simultaneously, in which case the 
zodiacal conjunction would be accom- 
panied by an exact mundane conjunction 
and the psychological effect would coin- 
cide with the external, neither body being 
more prominent than the other. 

To find the geographic locations of 
these phenomena the ecliptic simply re- 
quires to be tilted about its two points 
of intersection with the horizon (Aquar- 
ius and Leo 17° 53’), as described in 
the previous article, until its midway point 
(Scorpio or Taurus 17° 53’) touches the 
zenith, cutting the prime vertical and the 
meridian at that point, so that, like the 





prime vertical and meridian, it is at right 
angles to the horizon, in which case both 
ILuna and Mercury would be exactly on 
the horizon, due to the fact that the line 
passing through Aquarius 17° 53’ along 
which latitude is measured is a great 
circle at right angles to the ecliptic, and 
must therefore in this case coincide with 
the horizon. The ecliptic degree of 
Aquarius 17° 53’ would then be rising 
at a point somewhere in the southeast, 
with the Moon 4° 44’ to the south and 
Mercury 2° 52’ to the north of that point 
respectively. 

Under such conditions, when Aquarius 
17° 53’ is on the ascendant, Scorpio 
17° 53’ must be on the zenith, and as 
the declination of the latter is 17°S.10’ 
the equator must fall by that amount to 
the north of it, which means that the 
pole will be elevated the same distance 
above the southern horizon, thus giving 
a geographic latitude of 17° S. 10’ for 
the place at which the Moon and Mercury, 
despite their wide disparity in celestial 
latitude, rise simultaneously with the de- 
gree they occupy of Aquarius 17° 53’, 

As in both examples the degree on 
the zenith is a point actually on the 
ecliptic, these findings can be readily 
checked from the American Astrology 
Tables of Houses by calculating the geo- 
graphjc latitude at which Leo 17° 53’ is 
rising when Taurus 17° 53’ is on the 
M.C., Taurus being taken because its 
north declination corresporffls to the north 
geographic latitude for which the Tables 
are computed. This gives the setting posi- 
tion of the two bodies, and as their 
rising position occurs in a southern geo- 
graphic latitude, the zodiacal signs in the 
Tables: must be reversed to obtain it, 
which in effect takes us back to the 
same northern data, for that is equivalent 
to a reversed ascendant of Aquarius 
17° 53’ and a reversed M.C. of Scorpio 
17° 53’. The result is the same in both 
cases, namely, a geographic latitude of 
17° N. 10’ for the setting position and 
17° S. 10’ for the rising. 

The accompanying Diagram V_ illus- 
trates the coincident rising of the Moon 
and Mercury as might have been observed 
in geographic. latitude 17° S. 10’ when 
looking east on January 29, 1949, at 3h. 
22m. p.m., E.S.T. The great circles of 
the horizon, equator and prime vertical 
are seen’ edge on, but the eastern semi- 
circle of the ecliptic appears as one-half

of an ellipse. Another view is given. in 
Diagram VI, which shows the sphere 
at the same time and place as it would 
appear to an outside observer looking 
down from the zenith to the horizon. 
Here the ecliptic is seen as a straight 
line, for like the meridian and prime 
vertical it is at right angles to the horizon, 
all three great circles meeting at the 
zenith. The equator is inclined to the 
north, andthe position of the south 
pole is indicated by a small circle on 
the meridian close to the south point. 

These diagrams reveal many interesting 
features concerning the spherical nature 
of the horoscope and are therefore worthy 
of careful study. The dotted lines in 
Diagram VI, for instance, are the bor- 
derlines of the zodiacal signs, each of 
which intersects the ecliptic at right angles 
ds it runs between the north and south 
poles of the ecliptic, which, of course, 
do not coincide with the geographic poles 
but circle round them, due to the rotation 
of the mundane sphere, at a radius of 
23° 27’, (The unmarked dotted line 
above the western horizon indicates the 
position of Virgo 0°, and that near the 
eastern horizon Aquarius 0°.),The inter- 
section between the equator and the 
ecliptic at Libra 0° is indicated, also the 
passing of the line Capricorn 0° through 
the south terrestial pole. 

Although the entire semi-circle of 
Aquarius 17° 53’ coincides with the 
horizon, all of it is not on the cusp of 
the Ist house, for the portion -between 
the southernmost point of the horizon 


and the south pole of the ecliptic is in the 
’ 
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setting half of the globe, and is there- 
fore on the cusp of the 7th. Further, 
the two poles of the ecliptic are both on 
the horizon, and as the twelve signs con- 
verge to meet at those two points, the 
effect is produced of the entire zodiacal 
confluence rising in the N.N.E. and 
simultaneously setting in the S.S.W. 
Again, although any celestial body exactly 
on the eastern horizon between the north 
pole of the ecliptic and the south point 
of the horizon would be rising in Aquar- 
ius 17° 53’, one on the horizon between 
the north point and the north pole of 
the ecliptic would also be rising, but in 
the opposite degree (17° 53’)! Such a 
body would be in mundane conjunction 
with Mercury and the Moon (all three 
being on the cusp of the Ist), yet at the 
same time would be in zodiacal opposition 
with them. Assuming its right ascension 
to be 251° 38’ and its declination 71° N. 
00’ it would be located at the cross in 
Diagrams V and VI, and its diurnal and 
nocturnal semi-arcs would lie on the 
dotted line in Diagram V. 

It is doubtful whether a star so far 
from the ecliptic has much zodiacal effect, 
although its position on the cusp of an 
angular house is bound to give it prom- 
inence, particularly if it is in close zo- 
diacal conjunction or opposition with a 
planet or luminary (as in this case). 

The coinciding of the complete line of 
a zodiacal degree with the horizon is a 
phenomenon which can only occur in the 
tropics, for in geographic latitudes ex- 
ceeding 23° 27’ (N. or S.) th> ecliptic 
can never pass through the zenith, but- 
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must fall to one side of it according to 
the inclination of the equator and the 
relationship between the two circles. 

It has already been shown how the 
inclination of the equator in relation to 
the horizon is determined by the latitude 
of the observer, and by the aid of Dia- 
gram V it is possible to see how dif- 
erences in geographic latitude affect the 
rising sign. That diagram is drawn for a 
sidereal time of 15h.01m.41s., when the 
ecliptic degree of Scorpio 17° 53’ is on 
the M.C. in all latitudes below 72° N. 50’, 
and although the equator is inclined at 
that angle to the horizon to give an 
ascendant of Aquarius 17° 53’, it can 
be varied to suit other latitudes by ro- 
tating the line of the horizon about the 
centre of the diagram. 

An easy way of doing this is to lay 
a straightedge across the diagram to 
represent the horizon. When placed along 
the lines of the poles it coincides with 
the horizon at the terrestrial equator and 
cuts the ecliptic at approximately Aquar- 
ius 13°, as can be checked by reference 
to the American Astrology Tables of 
Houses. 

By placing the straightedge across 
diagram V from the centre to the degrees 
arranged outside the southern diurnal 
quadrant (which are set to give the cor- 
responding north polar elevations), the 
horizon may be adjusted to suit different 
northern terrestrial latitudes, and the 
ascendant can then be read off the line 
of the ecliptic. When laid across latitudes 
30° and 50° N., for instance, the 
straightedge passes through the ecliptic 
at about Aquarius 1° and Capricorn 14° 
respectively, and if set to run through 
Capricorn 0° the latitude is seen to be 
approximately 58° N., all of which may 
be confirmed from the American Astrol- 
ogy Tables of Houses. Sagittarius 0° 
rises in a latitude lower than 70° N., and 
when latitude 72° N. 50’ is reached, 
Scorpio 17° 53’ is found to be on the 
M.C. and on the ascendant at the same 
time! The latter phenomenon has inter- 
esting implications, but must be laid aside 
until it is convenient to deal with horo- 
scopes for such high latitudes. 

Besides familiarizing readers with the 
functions of the great circles it may be 
of interest to describe a way in which 
the distance along the horizon from the 
east point to the point of ascension can 
be obtained under the conditions illus- 


trated. As the circles of the ecliptic and 
equator bear a constant relationship with 
one another their points of reference may 
be interchanged, and if in Diagram VI 
we assume each to take the other’s place, 
the distance from the point of ascension 
to the east point would be equivalent to 
the “declination” of the latter. Now, from 
Libra 0° to Aquarius 17° 53’ is 137° 53’, 
which as “right ascension” corresponds to 
Leo 15° 25’, as may be found from the 
American Astrology Tables of Houses, 
and turning to the solar columns in a 
convenient American Astrology Ephem- 
eris the declination of that degree is found 
to be 16° N. 13’, which is therefore the 
distance between the east point and 
ascendant. From this and the latitudes of 
Mercury and the Moon it is easy to dis- 
cover that the two bodies respectively rise 
13° 21’ and 20° 57’ to the south of the 
east point. (It is perhaps necessary to 
point out that this method of locating 
the whereabouts of the ascending point 
can only be applied when the ecliptic 
passes through the zenith’ so as to cut 
the horizon at right angles. )

ANSWER: Your letter of the 17th 
regarding Mr. Carter’s Mundane Fore- 
cast is rather puzzling because your cri- 
ticism is not based-on facts. 

You referred to the July issue as one 
in which you looked for some men- 
tion of the Korean War. My dear Mrs. 
Mather, the Korean War did not start in 
July — it started in June. Why do you 
not refer to the June issue? We would 
specifically call your attention to page 47, 
2nd column, 3rd paragraph. Quote: 
“Uranus is also passing to the opposition 
to the U. S. A. Jupiter, but this does 
not become exact until early July, when 
another unpleasant feature presents itself 
— Mars reaches Neptune in the heavens, 
on the U. S. A. Saturn. It is then, about 
the middle of July, that the full force 


of the transit of Neptune over U. S. A. 
Saturn will be felt, and I regret to say 
that at this period international affairs 
will be likely to reach a very critical 
state indeed. One could hardly be sur- 
prised if some sort of mobilization takes 
place.” End of quote. 

Now there is much more detail in this 
issue and continued in the July issue. Spe- 
cifically with reference to the above may 
we call your attention to the emphasis 
on the middle of July as the period when 
the full force of the transit of Neptune 
over U. S. A. Saturn would be felt. This 
letter is dated July 19th and you must 
be aware that since the opening of hos- 
tilities was on June 25th, there has been 
increasing pressure with continued re- 
treats by U. S. forces culminating with 
the fall of Taejon a couple of days ago. 
That, Mrs. Mather, was quite close to the 
middle of the month. Finally you com- 
plain that ‘there was no mention of the 
war in either the July or August issues, 
although from the former issue you 
quote: “If Russia has a hand in it there 
will not be war.”—A hand in “WHAT?” 
You said the war wasn’t mentioned by 
either July or August. 

Frankly, I think your difficulty is that 
you are looking for something that isn't 
there because it is not expected to happen. 
Mr. Carter has given us a complete and 
so far correct interpretation of the plane- 
tary pattern at this time, and while he has 
not said as much, he has clearly indicated 
that his interpretation of that planetary 
pattern does not indicate to him a major 
conflict — yet. Could it be that you have 
made a common mistake of seeking in 
Mr. Carter’s interpretation a confirma- 
tion of your own opinion? 

Incidentally we hope that you have 
noticed that Mr. Carter’s forecast for 
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June, which appears in our June issue, 
was postmarked London, England, March 
31, 1950.

The 
only qualification I make to that 
statement is that Uranus and its 
visible discovery seems to solve heavy 
tragedies and gigantic quick suc- 
cesses; while Neptune and its astro- 
nomical discovery suggests @hat has 
happened, what does happen, and 
what can happen, to masses of hu- 
mans ; and critical masses of material, 
besides atomic bases. Hence, actually, 
what — could do and could 
represent, and what astrology does, 
and could demonstrate, are as far 
apart as this earth is from the most 
distant star, millions of light years. 
And who is to blame? 

Your own advertising, one full 
page of it, states that 175,000 copies 
of American Astrology Magazine are 
distributed to the newsstands each 
month. With so many persons, even 
if a small number compared to the 
millions who buy the general maga- 
zines, reading your published writ- 
ings, it certainly is strange that 
among these nearly 200,000 there 
are no influenced individuals who 
can do something for Astrology and 
its advancement. People §nterested in 
ideas, in movements, in hobbies, to 
establish foundations, give large 
money to create institutions. Even 


now there is a foundation represent- 
ing unlimited investment for attempt- 
ing to solve gravitation. But for solv- 
ing the gravitation of human beings 
unto destiny not one penny of money 
1s contributed ; and no mental genius 
has yet donated contributed service. 

Once in a great while, I reluctantly 
buy a copy or two of the astro. maga- 
zines expecting and getting the same 
old nonsense as the only thing be- 
tween its covers. For every predic- 
tion offered there is a reservation 
offered presumably to save the vanity 
and possibly reputation of some hack 
writer who is just playing upon 
words and who is not even legiti- 
mately flirting with the planets or 
their influences. 

This time I bought American 
Astrology and took no other one 
along with it from the newsstands. 
I looked it over. I picked it up again. 
The same old articles. The same old 
writers, even if some are reincar- 
nated under names with different 
Spelling. 

According to my understanding of 
astro. forces, and that understanding 
is abridged because of what I do 
not know that ought to be available 
to everyone of astrological intelli- 
gence, the fires of passion and of war 
would be flaring up red into the sky 
so all the world would have to sit 
up and take notice. The astro. pre- 
dictions I read generally suggested 
mild times of ‘peace after worrying 
months before. It turned out a vol- 
cano burst forth and the first reli- 
gious war for centuries is engaged 
in reminding one of the old-time 
Crusades. On the surface it is an 
illegal war declared by the United 
States upon Russia but actually it is 
a war started between organized 


‘Christians and Infidels and savages: 


between Rome and Moscow. And in- 
volving the entire world. 

For some years now, a new but 
false and dishonest philosophy has 
been the universal rule and order. 
Two times two is not two. It is any- 
thing politicians and financial men 
want people to think it is. Even 
ciphers. Authority itself- is only a 
matter of relativity; or better writ- 
ten, a@ matter of dissolution. Author- 
ity is so divided and diluted there is 
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no authority: hence, no lew and 
order. This chaos reaches even as- 
trology and the heavens. Saturn no 
longer is age and wisdom, fruit, and 
the death*after fruition; the end of 
things, the birth pangs of new things. 
Mercury is no longer the messenger, 
the electric current traveling over the 
wires, the doorbell ringer who calls 
out the winner to receive his fated 
prize or the mourner to be told of 
trouble and death.

To answer many questions about 
inflation and depression, I have gone 
into some detail, in the Market Col- 
umn for October publication. From 
all the study I have been doing, it ts 
strongly indicated that we are slated 
for heavy depression forces, in plan- 
etary cycles, beginning now, and run- 
ning to a depth around late 1952, 
early 1953. At the same time we are 
‘right, in estimating this inflation, and 
it seems to be getting worse; some 
say the inflation will get much worse 
before it gets better. The most pes- 
simistic outlook is voiced by those 
who think it may culminate with a 
disastrous flight fram the dollar, as 
in Germany after the 1st World War 
— all as a means and step-by-step 
descent into the depression of 1951- 
52. I find no cheer at all in listening 
to such prognoses, but they must be 
considered in all one does to attempt 
to hedge against all eventualities. 
From sample brochures, and speci- 
men charts of Andersen Labora- 
tories, and all information available, 








it seems that he has a method which 
is grossly correct in an estimate of 
the curve of the market averages. 
While his method of mathematical 
calculation, a projection “cold” into 
the next year to two years is a secret, 
the edges of the process are public 
domain. He is said to use right ascen- 
sion of the planets, as derived from 
the U. S. Government Ephemeris. I 
have this for 1951; am using it, too, 
in working up’ the stories in advance 
for my column. Andersen is said to 
have spent some several years of 
intense research, long since, in get- 
ting a method of using these data, as 
in the government ephemeris. Nat- 
urally, you can see that any such 
formula what can make a good pre- 
diction of the gross trend, and have 
it work out as the days roll by, is 
worth as much as one of your good 
sections of Nebraska land, with oil 
wells producing on it. 

The routine which I use in work- 
ing up the outlook for my column 
includes this right ascension data — 
not that I know the other fellow’s 
detailed methods, but as I say, the 
edges of the system are in the public 
domain. Probably the best proof of 
the accuracy of this right ascension 
prognosis is the remarkable way that 
critical days are confirmed with the 
averages, as market action unfolds.

PLUTO EPHEMERIS

Someone told me a few days ago 
that the astronomers have discovered 
that they miscalculated the movement 
of Pluto, and that therefore the 
ephemeris positions of that planet 
from 1840 on are incorrect. 

Do you know anything about the 
matter? Recently in rectifying a 
chart for a client I was given an 
event inthe native’s life for which 
the time I was using would not click 
unless his natal Pluto was about one 
degree further advanced than was 
shown in the ephemeris for his birth- 
date. All other events in his life 
clicked perfectly for the time I was 
testing. 

I will very much appreciate any ° 
information you can give me on this 
matter.

ANSWER: It -was not the astron- 
omers who miscalculated; the astron- 
omers for their own purposes at least 
have never even attempted to calculate 
the position of Pluto for any period of 
time that greatly precedes its discovery 
in 1930, but acknowledged that this could 
be done if the need arose. If any astrol- 
oger desired this information and was 
willing to pay for it, of course it could 
be arranged. As it stands the tables now 
available giving the position of Pluto for 
1840 and subsequent years may or may 
not have been calculated by an astronomer 
and if not so calculated they could easily 
be incorrect. 








PROVE IT!

Some of the computers of ephe- 
merides should get together and agree 
on their calculations. Even in the 
given time for the Vernal Equinox, 
differences of as much as 16 minutes 
are indicated. 

Following (see Table below) is a 
comparison of times given in respect- 
ive ephemerides for the Sun’s ingress 
into the four cardinal signs during 
1951. 

I haven’t obtained a copy of 
Raphael’s Ephemeris to date for the 
purpose of checking with the above 
date. ; 

If differences amounting to 16 
minutes occur in the Sun’s cardinal 
ingresses which may be simply com- 
puted from the Sun’s given longitude, 
daily motion and the rule of three, 
how much can we rely on the accu- 
racy of various longitudes as given? 
I repose my confidence in the Ameri- 
can Astrology Ephemeris. 

For the sake of standardization, it 
might be good practice to compute 
all ephemerides from midnight to 
midnight.

ANSWER: You are correct in your 
assumption that you may with confidence 
accept time giwen by the American 
Astrology Ephemeris. In cases where 
there is still any doubt in your mind, 
these may be further checked by the 
method enclosed herewith. 

With regard to the times given by other 
ephemerides, it is obvious that some in+ 
accuracies have crept into the computa- 
tions to the end of throwing the result 
considerably wide of the mark. However, 
when one considers that such an error in 
time could be caused by an error of as 
little as 30 seconds of arc in the Sun’s 
motion in respect to any ome of the 
factors involved, this is not so surprising. 
It is our guess that you will find the 
Raphael Ephemeris will contain the same

Now the seconds cannot be ignored in 
this equation since an inaccuracy‘of even 
30” of arc in the Sun’s position can throw 
the computed time of a Solar transit off 
as much % hour (12 to 16 minutes). 
Therefore it is not permissible to reason 
for most of the glaring inaccuracies that 
are found in other ephemerides. This is 
inexcusable because it is just as easy to 
include the seconds. We simply use the 
same proportional Log. tables, substitut- 
ing minutes and seconds for the hours 
(degrees) and minutes. Only one slight 
correction is called for. Since the diurnal 
proportional logs are limited to 24 hours 
(or degrees) and 60 minutes, the minutes 
and seconds must be reduced propor- 
tionately so that they fall’ within this 24 
unit maximum. 

For example: 

As shown above, the Sun at 29:46:30 
Pisces must move through an are of 13’ 
30” to the transit of zero Aries, whereas 
during the 24 hours from zero hour of 
2lst to zero hour of 22nd the Sun moves 
59 33”. Any fraction of the daily motion 
that will reduce it to bring it within the 
fraction of the distance to be transitted 
24 unit maximum applied to the same 
will maintain a constant proportion and 
will give the correct answer. In this case 
one quarter (a six-hour interval) appears 
to be a convenient fraction to use, thus:

1952 

In our September 1950 issue, now on 
sale (August 23rd), Charles Carter, in 
the opening paragraph of Tomorrow’s 
News for that month, refers to 1952 as 
“the year of climax.” 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note, and we take this opportunity to em- 
phasize, the comment of Commd’r. W, M. 
Wynne relative to 1952 in his study of 
the Destiny of the United States in our 
July 1950 issue, to wit— 

“We approacha...crisis....We 
are faced with an opposition of the 
sun to its own place which will be 
complete in 1959. In an opposition 
we achieve what we set out to do in 
the first place, generally speaking. On 
July 4, 1776 we set out to form a 
nation; the nation will not be fully 
formed before 1959. As we near the 
opposition crisis strange things arise, 
not secession this time, but treason 
from an enemy of the United States. 

It is not likely that the application to 

opposition will be hastened by the 

return of Uranus as in the case of 
the War Between the States, for 

Uranus has already completed his 

2nd return and its efforts were di- 

rected toward bringing order out of 

international turmail, the return of 

Neptune to its own place on August 

30, 1939 preceded the outbreak of 

World War II by two days.) Never- 

theless the chart of Uranus’ return, 

on May 29, 1944, will merit study 
for years to come. At the time of 
this return the sun was in close con- 
junction with Uranus and the moon 

in 9 Virgo was square to both. This 

means that the years ahead will be 

marked with reform in government, 
reforms which will probably not 
please all the people at the moment. 

“Approach to the opposition crisis 
will be greatly complicated by ideo- 
logical and religious factors abroad, 
which are most difficult to evaluate 
and make for a situation which is 
transcendental in nature. The years 
in office of recent Popes mark out 
well-defined patterns of history. 
When the next Pope takes office 
something radical may happen. This 
may happen about the time when 
Pluto in these degrees also brings a 
threat of war to the western hemi- 
Sphere, so if there is an appeal to 
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force, an effort may be made to 

cripple the United States for two or 

three years during which time an 
assailant will hope to achieve his ends 
in Europe and in the East. Who the 

may be cannot be predicted in 1950 

except I may say that if Russia alone 

is involved with us it will not take 

place. . 

“In any event it will be all over 
by 1959 and will result in changes in 
government procedures ahead of us, 
beginning in 1952 and ending about 
1958.” 

Finally we may note that there seems 
to be quite a general agreement among 
astrologers anent this year (1952). E.g., 
in our April 1950 issue, page 52, it will 
be noted that Paul R.: Peak refers to the 
specific significance of this year in our 
economic affairs thusly: “But the next 
bargain buying point for the long-range 
view is not to arrive, according to plan- 
etary cycles, until deep in 1952-53.”

It has the Eastern Standard 
Time, used by our markets in New 
York (except during summer time 
months). Thank you again for all 
this. I compliment you on your pro- 
duction of this excellent ephemeris.

Saturn 


Saturn will be following up the pace- 
setting Mars transit during your birth- 
year, occupying your Solar Twelfth until 
November 20th and again from March 
7th through August 13th and in your 
‘Sun Sign (Solar First) from November 
20th to March 7th and after August 13th. 
Here is where the plans, ambitions, and 
desires of today will be evaluated and 
on the basis of true and permanent 
worth) accepted or rejected. 

Such an important transit as this is 
often coincident with temporary curtail- 
ments or waits, preparations, and revi- 
sions aimed at marking time or grooming 
you for the more responsible, independent 
sort of existence that’s ahead . . . this 
especially during those periods when 
Saturn occupies your Solar Twelfth 
House. This is the time to try for self- 
improvement, to perfect plans, skills or 
aptitudes, to eliminate ills and inferiori- 
ties and to labor toward ends that serve 
individuals or causes dear to your heart. 
There are real opportunities here though 
you may not now be able to work up much 
enthusiasm over your prospects. How 
well you are able to make the most of the 
little offered in this “qualifying heat” 
depends upon the readiness and compe- 
tence you will be able to summon to meet 
the challenge of the days when Saturn 
will be in your Sun Sign. 

Gear yourself for a more disciplined 
and normal way of life. Learn how to 
follow-through from plan to action, to 
work under orders, to develop the quali- 





fications or strengths demanded by people 
or circumstances to whom you are now 
subordinate and to do whatever you can 
to wipe out dependencies or weaknesses 
that keep you from your goal. Getting 
further education, finding your niche in 
service occupations, working as an ap- 
prentice or studying privately so as to be 
able to demand a better job and more 
pay can be what’s called for, particularly 
among the younger group of Librans 
(especially those born in 1920-22, 1929- 
30, 1936-377). 

You must watch for and do everything 
to combat the feelings of self-pity or de- 
pression that can easily get a grip on you 
here. Even if health is a problem or it 
seems that ambitions must temporarily be 
sacrificed to group needs, delayed because 
of needed qualifications, you must try to 
find the opportunities (disguised as they 
may be) that are latent or hidden. Medi- 
cal treatment, adherence to the rules of 
both hygiene and common sense and 
elimination of complaints or weaknesses 
through specialized aid, surgery, etc., can 
improve health tone. This may be especi- 
ally important for you of the middle-age 
Libran. group; particularly for those 
Librans born 1878-79, 1884-85, 1891-92, 
1899-1900, 1907-08 or even 1914-15. Let- 
ting ill health or fears of loss of vitality 
take hold or doing too much for age and 
strength can take a real toll now plus 
making you feel cheerless. For some, a 
long rest or retirement might be indi- 
cated. In any event, get expert advice 
should any personal ailment seem to be 
developing for you want to be fit and 
confident to make the most of oppor- 
tunities ahead. 

The major security turnover may start 
when Saturn enters Libra (around No- 
vember 20, 1950 or mid-August of 1951 
—the latter, especially, since its indica- 
tions are more definite). In your Sun 
Sign, the old Taskmaster may take hold, 
swiftly reorganizing the pattern of your 
life. This is where the planning and re- 
ordering of other days can be made to 
count for you. Many Librans may make 
major moves here—getting (or being 
forced into) new locations, jobs, relation- 
ships or other situations that put you 
more on your own. 

Some of the younger group will start 
a life of their own on this Saturn signal.

responsible job, entry into career fields, 
10th, occupation, is also placed in Virgo, 
hooking interests up with large firms, 
organizations or even national interests 
(perhaps government service) are possi- 
bilities. Marriage, getting out from under 
the parental roof, leading an independent, 
more self-reliant sort of an existence are 
others. To some extent, all Librans born 
from 1912 onward to 1930 (even to 
1932) can (as a group) be in for large- 
scale changes ; and out of this group those 
born in 1929-30 may feel the revolution- 
ary effect of this transit the most. 

The shifts that affect your family, 
community or even country can exert a 
powerful effect on changing the security 
position of older Librans as well. The 
needs of the day can well push you into 
key jobs, special services, positions of re- 
sponsibility and trust or (if finances 
permit) iftto a business of your own. 
You professional folks may find that this 
is a year when you start to “come into 
your own;” those in service or welfare 
occupations may have to take on extra 
burdens, work harder, longer, take over 
for those who are needed for other jobs. 
Libra wives may tend to get the brunt 
of this transit through husband or son; 
what may be demanded of you here is a 
greater willingness to assume duties for 
others, even a more independent status. 
This may be coincident with going back 
to work, doing without servants, getting 
along on less money for personal or busi- 
ness reasons or even taking on the bread- 
winning responsibilities yourself! In per- 
sonal relationships Saturn often has a re- 
strictive effect, separating you from those 
to whom you've been tied or denying the 
time or opportunity for steady, warm re- 
lationships. However, in most cases, the 
problems met with here can actually bring 
a family closer together . . . even if one 
doesn’t get much chance to show it. Those 
who have been building up toward sep- 
aration or divorce (or have a spotty mari- 





tal record), may go right along with the 
disorganizing trend that grips emotions 
of the world now. Some relationships will 
go on this for almost any Libran but these 
others that might be kept together can 
easily be dissolved if that now seems in 
the offing. 

Those who can expect the major re- 
organizations of home life or shifts in 
business/community prestige include you 
born 1884-85 or 1907-09 especially and, 
to some extent, all Librans of 1901-10 
vintage. Smaller scale, more personal type 
changes in the security setup are likely 
for the Librans born in the years noted 
previously for the middle-age group. In 
general, Librans born in September may 
feel the Saturnian changes, responsibili- 
ties first and most this year although all 
of you born through mid-October can be 
affected in varying degrees by the se- 
curity-altering trend taking hold here. 


Uranus 


Scarcely less important this ycar is the 
continued transit of Uranus through your 
Solar Tenth House (effective since late 
1948, mid-1949). The revolt from the 
familiar and established, the desire to hold 
the reigns of your destiny i in your own 
hands, to move upward and onward pro- 
fessionally and to express through new 
channels or people your deepest held am- 
bitions, emotions as you see fit can be 
taking hold here more and more. Con- 
sidered in conjunction with the Saturn 
transit (especially for you born in Sep- 
tember or early October) it can lift you 
dramatically out of your familiar orbit, 
revise family ties, re-channel job inter- 
ests, boost you into more responsible 
family or professional positions and give 
long-term responsibilities that change the 
whole security picture. This is a potent 
possibility for Librans born 1886-87, 
1907-08 or 1929-30 since you may be 
raring to throw over the traces anyway; 
in fact, any born from 1886-91, 1905-12 
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or 1928-35 may be eager for domestic, 
marital or professional moves that revise 
the old order, since you tend to respond 
to Uranian overthrow by nature! Many 
here will be inclined to do what’s least 
expected. If you have been leading a 
rather footloose, independent sort of ex- 
istence you might surprise everyone by 
settling down in a new job or relationship 
with sincerity and purpose. If you have 
been settled and content in one spot for 
a long time, however, this may be just 
the time you want “out” and start putting 
up your roots, jumping into a new, excit- 
ing life phase without any warning. If 
you are old enough to remember a similar 
cycle-start that began back in 1929-30 
you may be able to relate that one to this. 

The employment, professional or study 
opportunities that can come with this are 
manifold. Those of you with training and 
experience can find work and authority 
commensurate with true abilities for the 
asking. Overnight advances, lucky in- 
come/prestige rises, a widening scope for 
your talents often accompany a tenth 
house Uranus transit. Latent talents can 
be developed, marketed commercially, 
even give you desired professional or 
community prestige; professional train- 
ing can begin to pay off here too with 
employers or the public becgming aware 
of abilities rather suddenly. The trite 
come-on—‘“all you need is one good 
break” can actually be true for many 
Librans here. To those already estab- 
lished, this can mean _ higher-climbing, 
more money and influence to be com- 
manded. 

Emotionally, the prospects are less al- 
luring. Oftentimes when you prosper 
financially/professionally on a Uranus 
transit, you can find yourself getting 
pretty far off the beam romantically. Im- 
pulsive marriages, last flings, divorces, 
experimental affairs that come to naught, 
increasingly wastrel living and inharmoni- 
ous relationships can be some of the 
unpleasant tolls paid for expanding econ- 
omy. Age may not be a determining 
factor in this either, since most times 
Uranus brings out the young and frivo- 
lous in you whether you are 15 or 50! 
Those born in October (till the 13th 
especially) may get the brunt of this, 
especially the ones born between 1898-11 
or in previously noted years. In general, 
the more problems, restrictions and de- 
pendencies you seem to have, the less is 





the risk of making costly mistakes or 
foolish changes. 


Neptune 

Neptune’s influence may not be so 
powerful this year for most Librans due 
to the more tangible problems presented 
by Saturn and Uranus. However, those 
of you born October 10th-14th may be 
blanketed by its haze of glamor or con- 
fusion at key-points throughout 1950-51 
to a degree that makes this your most 
important transit for the year. 

It’s most typical effect is to make you 
strive for people or emotional recognition 
that are out of reach or temporarily to 
link oneself with individuals, groups or 
causes that are beyond the pale of the 
ordinary and conventional. While often- 
times one can find what seems to be a 
truer and better self here—due to the 
sympathies it creates—from a practical 
standpoint you may be building yourself 
up for a big letdown! 

Since Librans often express themselves 
through relationships it is more likely that 
this transit may work itself out through 
involving you in unorthodox emotional 
situations or keep you in a dither imagin- 
ing, hoping for union with those denied 
to you. Others who are less inclined to 
react personally may seek hookups with 
welfare groups, obscure assOciations or 
institutions that deal with the socially op- 
pressed, needy or confined. Socialistic 
political thinking, contra - conventional 
strivings for a “better world” through 
emphasis on unusual values can get a 
grip on you here also. But with Neptune 
at the helm efforts often add up nothing, 
even leave you holding the bag. 

Those born up to mid-October gener- 
ally may be able to develop more fully 


the latent talents of your Sign. For some, 


Neptune on the Sun can be a time of in- 
spired work in music, literature, drama, 
poetry or artistic type work; for others 
it can take you out of yourself in devot- 
ing time and energy to a cause or ideal 
that advances justice, humanity, equality 
for all. The more impersonally you react 
to Neptune, the greater are the chances 
for ultimate benefit. 

The worst effects may be through 
health and general peace of mind. Nep- 
tune has a reputation for producing 
neuresthenia, fantasy withdrawals, de- 
pendence on alcohol or drugs sometimes, 
or even a growing absorption in ills (real 
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or imaginary) that limit you physically, 
make you feel that you “just don’t care.” 
Just as with the apparently best effects 
that occur when Neptune is near one’s 
Sun, once it is past the illness or mental 
inactivity occasioned by this transit can 
seem to evaporate also. This should be a 
consolation for some! 

Those born from 1898-1911 get the 
strongest joint effect of the combined 
Neptune-Uranus transit, the accent fall- 
ing on Neptune for you born 1906-11. 
You born 1924-30, 1886-87, 1908-09 or 
1930-32 may be others who may see radi- . 
cal reorganizations of your personal ‘life 
on this. Poor health, depression must be 
guarded against especially by you born 
1881-82, 1892-93, 1910-11, for Neptune’s 
a specialist in producing lingering dis- 
order. 

Jupiter 


Jupiter moves rapidly through three 
sectors of your Solar chart this year: 
through the rest of the 5th House until 
December Ist; in the 6th from December 
Ist through April 25th and finally (and 
most important) into your 7th from April 
25th on through your next birthday. 

There is still an opportunity to relax, 
have fun, enjoy happy, free-and-easy re- 
lationships and social life while Jupiter 
is in the 5th and to benefit financially 
through talents, looks, speculative ability 
or personality-type enterprises. You born 
in 1884, 1890, 1895, 1902, 1907, 1914, 
1926 or 1931 can get the best effects from 
this. Love affairs, marriages, starting 
your own family is good here also. 

While Jupiter is in your Solar 6th, 
however, the accent can tend to fall on 
private concerns (work, health, study, 
medical treatment, service to others espe- 
cially) to which ambitions and high-flown 
aims of any sort must be subordinated. 
This can be accented if you are getting 
the full effect of Saturn transits now also. 

After April 25th, though, with Jupiter 
in the 7th, there is a good chance to 
escape from routine and responsibilities. 
Plans that have been delayed can be put 
into speedy operation—especially those 
related to partnerships (marital or finan- 
cial), business expansion, achievement of 
professional aims. Income can be higher, 
but with Saturn around expenses may eat 
up expected advances. You must be care- 
ful here that you’re not caught up in an 
inflationary boom-and-bust tide which 
takes you up and*down again in a hurry! 





You born in 1892, 1898, 1903, 1910, 1921 
qn see the biggest monetary swings in a 
long time on this, whereas younger 
Librans—particularly you born in the 
thirties or under strong Uranus or Nep- 
tune transits can be affected through per- 
sonal love and family relationships. Or- 
dinarily Jupiter in this spot promises 
more than is really there or entices you 
into new spheres and relationships that 
don’t have the reserve strength to stand 
up under pressure. With Jupiter you 
must adopt a “get while the getting’s 
good” philosophy and be willing to come 
down to earth when the gravy train has 
passed ! 


Month By Month Preview 


OCTOBER: See Your Weekly 
Guide on page 85 for a forecast of this 
action-packed month for you. 

NOVEMBER: The general trend is 
still fortunate but there can be a growing 
concern for others, worry over health or 
studies and the usual kind of mental 
strain that accompanies (even precedes) 
changes and alterations in the overall 
security picture.

Postmarked London, England, August 3, 1950 


Tue July conjunction of Mars and 
Neptune was followed, on July 19th, by 
President Truman’s speech regarding the 
appropriation of a huge sum to arma- 
ments. It had a more specifically Neptu- 
nian effect in England, where a serious 
dockyard explosion is ascribed to sabo- 
tage, and in Belgium, paralyzed at the 
time I write by strikes against the re- 
turn of Leopold. It looks as if this man’s 
re-assumption of the throne will be very 
brief. I dealt with this point in the June 
issue of American Astrology, page 49, 
where it was said “he will either not re- 
gain his throne, or, if he does, will find it 
anything but comfortable.” 

But it is not altogether out of place 
that this conjunction on the U.S.A. 
Saturn should indicate a great load of 
expenditure, for Saturn is the natural 
lord of material possessions and he 
squares the U.S.A. Cancer planets, which 
probably fall in the 2nd house. He is also 
the planet of responsibility and it is the 
undertaking of vast responsibilities 
throughout the free world that occasions 
the colossal outlay that now confronts the 
United States and must ultimately, as it 
seems to the present writer, force a crisis 
that will reach its climax in 1952. 

Meanwhile things go none too well in 
Korea. We have repeatedly stated that the 
dangers shown in the vernal figure 
pointed, in the main, to China and the 
Far East; and it would have been well if, 
in this and in other matters, those whose 
business it is to “see that the Republic 
take no harm” had listened to astrological 
prognosis. How much would two strong 
divisions, ready for action, have saved? 





Meantime everyone asks where will the 
next stroke fall? 

Still, mainly and for the time being, in 
the Far East, perhaps. I have no map for 
Persia, or for the Shah. 

Marshal Tito’s birthday seems uncer- 
tain: I have been given May 23, 1893, 
and May 25, 1893. A Scorpio ascendant 
seems a fairly safe guess, in his case, 
with Uranus rising, trine Mars. There is 
a very close square of this last planet 
with Saturn but this body is also trine 
Sun, Venus and Neptune as an offset. 
Indeed, the trine of Sun to Saturn seems 
to promise enduring authority, whilst the 
square of Mars indicates attendant 
dangers. Saturn is retrograde; but there 
seems to be no evidence at all that, in 
natal astrology as distinctive from the 
horary branch, retrogression makes any 
difference. It is said to denote interior 
action rather than operation in the ex- 
ternal life; but one question how this can 
be the case with a man as extroverted as 
Tito must be. 

The earlier birthday gives Moon in 
Virgo trine Jupiter and Mercury, which 
are conjoined—a sure sign of self- 
reliance, not to say conceit. The later 
birthday would bring Moon into Libra, 
somewhere near Saturn, but, ltke him, 
probably trine Sun-Venus-Neptune. 

Stalin 

Since Stalin’s Moon and Saturn are in 
9 Aries, it is not surprising that he has 
not exactly hit it off with Tito, with Mars 
square Saturn 6 Cancer to 6 Libra. 

Tito is said to be that very rare speci- 
men, a cheerful and even merry dictator; 
he also has blue eyes: these points seem 
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to suggest Moon in Libra rather than in 
Virgo. 

As for directions, retrogressive Sun is 
opposed to Saturn and square Mars, both 
radical, but assuming the later birthday, 
this falls in 1952, which suggests that he 
will stand his ground till that unpleasant 
year, when anything may happen to him— 
and to a good many other people, it is 
to be feared. 

It is one of those nativities wherein good 
and bad are blended, both Mars and 
Saturn receiving support .from other 
bodies. So much, for the moment, for 
Tito. 

MacArthur's Chart 


General MacArthur’s data, as given me 
by our Editor, are: January 26, 1880, 
Chicopee Falls, Mass., rectified to 10:37 
p.m., L.M.T., which yields a Libra as- 
cendant. Nor is this unlikely; Libra ris- 
ing, and still more Sun in Libra, has 
provided many notable soldiers and sail- 
ors, as well as fighters for purely abstract 
causes. So too with Aquarius rising; but 
I do not associate Sun in Aquarius with 
the military life. It is noteworthy that 
signs rising often produce an effect quite 
different from their value when tenanted 
by the Sun. 

Aquarius rising puts Scorpio on the 
midheaven at the equator ; and in all lati- 
tudes Scorpio is on the cusp of the 10th 
house by equal house division when 
Aquarius is rising. This ancient and 
simple method of house division, fallen 
into disuse during the would-be “scien- 
tific” age, when mathematical considera- 
tions outweighed the much more profound 
symbolism of Astrology, has of late years 
had a strong revival in Britain and is now 
being accorded some attention on the 
continent of Europe. Without totally re- 
jecting the significance of the Placidian 
cusps, I must state that only by using 
equal houses for natal work will the 
student be able to do justice both to him- 
self and to his art. This seems particu- 
larly true of psychological astrology. 

To return to MacArthur’s natus: 

There are some splendid positions here 
for a soldier, as might be expected. 

Mercury is never so well placed as in 
Capricorn, even though this sign is not 
technically a dignity of the planet. Here 
it is in close trine to Mars and Pluto. 
Uranus and Neptune are in trine. Jupiter, 
according to Mr. Clancy’s rectification, is 





exactly trine the M.C., which appears 
highly plausible. Jupiter has a wide sextile 
to Neptune and an even wider opposition 
to Uranus. 

Sun and Moon, in opposition, are both 
squféred by Neptune, while they are re- 
spectively in sextile and trine to a rather 
weak Saturn in Aries, just set. 

This Saturn has given the general his 
share of responsibilities and obstacles, not 
all, probably, from foreign sources, and 
the difficult rays of Neptune to the Lumi- 
naries bespeak a destiny that has involved 
much striving against muddle and even 
treachery. It is a map of sheer intelli- 
gence; Mercury is by far the strongest 
planet, and it falls very significantly on 
the U.S.A. radical Pluto. 

The ruler in 25% Sagittarius in 3rd, 
seems rather out of the picture. 

The directional position seems difficult. 
During the Japanese war MacArthur had 
progressed Sun _ conjunction radical 
Saturn; now it is coming to progressed 
Saturn exact in 1952. 

The regressed Sun is opposed to Pluto, 
and by the one-degree measure Jupiter 
goes to conjunction Pluto, and Mars to 
conjunction Moon, ruling 10th and in 
10th by the rectification recommended by 
Mr. Clancy. It is a very good thing in- 
deed that Mars and Pluto, so prominent 
in these directions, are natally strong ; but 
it looks as if the General will be “up to 
his neck in it” for the next two or three 
years. 

I would like to think that the 1952 
crisis would be mainly economical ; but it 
cannot be denied that the military men 
seem involved in its gloomy landscape. 
For sexample, F-M Montgonf€ry (born 
9:17 p.m., G.M.T., November 17, 1887, 
London, Eng.) has regressed Sun con- 
junction radical Mars in that year, for- 
tunately from a natal sextile. He has a 
nativity, like MacArthur’s, that is not 
easy to associate with defeat, Mars being 
in sextile to Jupiter, Mercury and the 
Sun, and being also lord of the upper 
meridian. 

We will now turn to the October luna- 
tions, having said in our last number that 

the September figures were not particu- 
larly promising, nor yet altogether bad. 
They show ever-increasing expenditure, 
much warlike excitement, but, it is to be 
hoped, nothing catastrophic. 

Here is the new moon figure. 
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Washington, D. C., 8:25 a.m., L.M.T., 
October 11, 1950 


Jupiter in 4th is the best feature; but 
the close quadrature of Venus in Libra 
to Uranus in Cancer involving the 11th 
house (friends and allies), indicates 
grave and unexpected dangers in China. 
Perhaps the pressure on Hong Kong, 
which was forecast in these articles sev- 
eral months ago, will begin to be felt. 
Nothing would be more natural than to 
develop such a threat if and when British 
troops are withdrawn from the Colony to 
Korea. Or, again, Formosa and the sur- 
rounding seas may be the chosen arena. 
Chiang’s nativity is perhaps somewhat 
hypothetical, but it seems he has, at any 
rate, Jupiter in 14:26 Scorpio—and now 
look at the ascendant in the above figure! 
There are reports that he has mended 
his ways, or those of some df his cortége, 
and he may, under this figure, succeed in 
establishing better relations with his old 
backers. 

The lunation itself, and four planets, 
fall in the 11th house, so that the affairs 
of allies will loom large in this month. 
Sun and Moon are sextile Pluto and also 
Mars, so that military successes appear 
likely ; but the atmosphere will remain ex- 
tremely electric. 

Mars itself opposes the place of Uranus 
in the U.S.A. horoscope on the 8th of the 
month, and it opposes its own place in 
the same map on the 25th, so that these 
two transits are still close in the lunation- 
horoscopes, respectively. Moreover, this 
Mars very closely opposes radical Jupiter 
in the Soviet figure. 








We must not overlook, in the above 
chart, the very near parallel of declination 
between Mars (south). and Uranus 


(north) with Pluto just over half a de- 
gree removed. 

The full moon figure is sufficiently 
interesting to merit reproducing here:

Here the conjunction of Mercury and 
Venus in Libra in the 7th, near to exacti- 
tude as it is, and in very close trine to 
Jupiter, is a most welcome feature, and 
one could but wish that the map itself 
were intrinsically of more importance 
and longer duration than a week or fort- 
night. It is the sort of figure one would 
wish to see at the vernal equinox. 

The Luminaries themselves are in- 
volved in the above trines and have very 
weak but favorable relations with Uranus. 

The fact that Saturn almost precisely 
sets at Washington is, of course, disagree- 
able and probably ‘points to unpopular 
controls and shortages of some sorts. 

Virgo covers a great range of things, 
including most household articles. 

Be this as it may, it seems safe to fore- 
cast a decided lull in the international 
storm whilst this lunation holds sway; 
and we must trust that our examination 
of the ensuing phenomena, in November, 
will offer hopes of a prolongation of a 
happier condition, at least for a few 
weeks. That, however, would be directly 
contrary to the principles upon which the 
Moscow group is working: happiness 
and content are the last things which 
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serve their purpose, for conditions of that 
kind militate against revolutionary activi- 
ties of all kinds. Unfortunately there are 
in power in many parts of the world re- 
actionary elements that will not learn this 
lesson and by oppressive behavior 
towards the masses of the people goad 
these to take refuge in any doctrine that 
promises a change. Like the Bourbons 
of old they learn nothing from past his- 
tory, and do not heed the admonitions of 
wiser nations that have done so. 

Meanwhile one may turn to President 
Truman’s map, which is . sufficiently 
strong to be of considerable comfort 
(astrologically speaking and quite apart 
from political likes or dislikes) in these 
dangerous times. 

He has some heavy strains to bear. 
There are two difficult transits—N eptune 
back and forth around the ascendant and 
Pluto similarly playing upon Mars. 
Broadly, and taking into account the cir- 
cumstances of the case, I would say that 
the former shows difficulties with muddle, 
inefficiency and downright deception in 
his environment, and the second denotes 
the more brutal elements of the world 
situation as it affects the President: it is 
perhaps the most aggressive of all pos- 
sible combinations. 

Truman also has progressed ascendant 
opposition Saturn, or, in other words, this 
planet is now setting in his horoscope. 
The precise date of impact would depend 
upon an exact rectification of the map, 
and even then would be subject to certain 
possible accelerative and retarding fac- 
tors; but there is little question that it is 
in pretty full tide just now. 

Another powerful and significant direc- 
tion, also impossible to tie down to a pre- 
cise date (because of its slow forming) is 
the regressive Neptune over radical Sun, 
completing a conjunction that was within 
orbs of 2° at birth. 

There is also, dating to last August, an 
extremely critical time, ruler Venus 
square Saturn by one-degree measure. 

This simple one-degree per annum 
measure, applied to all bodies, is rejected 
by some astrologers, even with ‘derision, 
but, provided due attention is paid to 
the nature and condition of the aspecting 
bodies in the map under review, these 
directions rarely fail to produce appropri- 
ate effects, usually soon after, but seldom 
before, the time of their exactitude.

ANSWER: The frustrations and de- 
lays you have experienced in regard to 
finding a suitable mate are evidenced 
astrologically by your Scorpio Sun con- 
junct Venus, in square to your seventh 
house Neptune in Leo; also by your 
Moon conjunct Mercury in Scorpio in 
square to Uranus in Aquarius in your 
second house. The Moon is the ruler of 
your seventh house of marriage, as you 
have Capricorn rising, and Saturn, your 
chart’s ruler, is in Leo in your eighth 
house, in opposition to Uranus, trined by 
Mars in Sagittartus in your twelfth. A 
twelfth house Mars in a woman’s chart 
often is indicative of delays, disappoint- 
ments, and hindrances to marriage, or the 
man married may prove unfortunate in 
some respect, or experience troubles after 
marriage.

ANSWER: With your Moon conjunct 
Saturn in Gemini, you have attracted 
and assumed quite heavy responsibilities. 
And your wife, with her Venus square 
Saturn in Virgo, and Moon in Capricorn, 
and the Mercury conjunct the Sun in 
Capricorn square Mars, has responded 
to this pattern.

I suspect the conjunction of 
Venus-Saturn opposing the Moon is defi- 
nitely a cold and anti-social influence. He 
has a cruel tongue—but to everyone ex- 
cepting his wife he manages to be polite 
—though lacking in humor or warmth, 
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In my niece’s chart (Dec. 5, 1923, 3 
P.M., 33 N., 112 W.) Uranus is square 
the Sun—not good, I’m sure—and a Mars 
and Moon conjunction in Scorpio—when 
pushed too far she is apt to be hysterical 
—her reaction is always emotional and so 
I presume when needled too far, she ex- 
plodes, as it were. 

Her husband’s birthdate is May 11, 
1914, 4 a.m., 19 N., 99 W. My question 
is, has her husband’s love turned to 
hatred, as it seems, or is there a chance 
for happiness? There are many good as- 
pects in both their horoscopes—but is it 
a hopeless combination? 

So far we have never spoken a word 
when he embarrassed and humiliated her 
in our presence—in fact we have been 
stunned. Is that the way one should cope 
with sadistic people—just ignore them 
and in time spoil their fun? I realize that

ANSWER:. Mercury, rising in Taurus 
conjunct the Sun, square Uranus and 

upiter in the tenth, and also square Mars 
in Leo—the latter opposition Uranus— 
would be indicative of one with a very 
explosive, stubborn temperament, who 
probably “knows all the answers,” no 
matter how often, or how suddenly he 
changes his mind. Also, as you mention, 
your niece’s husband has his ruler Venus 
in Gemini in his second house conjunct 
Saturn, opposition to the Moon in Sagit- 
tarius in his eighth house. It is definitely 
not the chart of a happy person. He may 
have developed a deep-rooted feeling of 
inferiority in early life, feeling unloved 
and misunderstood by his parents, and 
reacts now toward his marriage partner 
in apparent coldness and indifference. It 
is possible that he has transferred to your 
niece the blame for his unhappy state of 
mind, at least unconsciously. The age dif- 
ference may have added to his sense of 
inferiority, although he would never ad- 
mit this. 

The actual contacts between their charts 
are not unfavorable, however. She has 
her Sun on his Moon—considered a good 
contact for marriage; in fact, about the 
very best. It is possible that, in not tak- 
ing a stand in her own defense, she has 
not inspired his respect for her. He may 
expect, due to his early conditioning, to be 


treated firmly or “strictly,” as his parents 
treated him. Her own attitude and reac- 
tions may therefore be largely responsible 
for his treatment of her. He may secretly 
desire firmness and strength, instead of 
emotional and temperamental displays. 

Inasmuch as your niece herself did not 
write us, it is not specifically clear 
whether or not she still loves her husband 
and desires wholeheattedly to save her 
marriage. That is a most important 
point, in considering her problem. You 
ask whether or not her husband’s love had 
“turned to hatred.” If you are a student 
of astrology you must realize that, in 
order to answer a question of this na- 
ture, many factors of the marriage must 
be considered. We can never arrive at an 
effect without a cause. And not every 
marriage is based on love, in its generally 
accepted sense, to begin with. A man with 
Venus conjunct Saturn, as has your 
niece’s husband, would be inclined to 
place duty before love or happiness in its 
accepted sense. 

Your niece’s husband’s progressed 
Venus is now on his Neptune in Cancer. 
This gives a longing for an ideal love, or 
domestic felicity, that may be far beyond 
the bounds of reality. He may have ex- 
pected more of his marriage and domestic 
life than he has received, perhaps because 
he has not compromised with reality, or 
been able to adjust or face life “as is” as 
against the way he would like to have it. 

Love was évidenced in your niece’s 
chart at the time of her marriage, shown 
by the passage of her progressed Sun 
over her Venus in Capricorn at that 
time. This attracted a man considerably 
older than she. This year her progressed 
Moon on her Saturn-Mars in her seventh 
house is testing this relationship. With 
Saturn in Libra in her seventh, she needs 
marriage as a balance, and if her marriage 
weathers this storm it has an excellent 
chance of enduring.

Key to Comparison of Charts 
The Mother and Her Child 


Tue object of horoscopic analysis in 
this series is to emphasize certain subtle 
influences revealing those qualities in 
combined charts that induce either har- 
mony or discord. A chart taken by itself 
may indicate a peaceful, loving character, 
but if combined with another chart there 
may be influences created that give an 
innate quality causing the opposite effect, 
or vice versa. 

Many astrologers are prone to give 
attention to the nature and influences of 
planets, signs and aspects as they search 
for clues that indicate a special reaction 
to the events of life. This interpretation 
is good as far as it goes, but there is 
another step—we must consider a higher 
factor reacting to more subtle influences. 
In recognizing this higher factor we learn 
there is a cosmic pattern that must be 
fulfilled according to a divine plan. Every 
astrological student who spends time and 
effort studying the art is confronted with 
the knowledge that it is not only the 
science of the influence of the stars on 
terrestrial beings, but a philosophy. He 
learns there is a reason for everything in 
existence, for the difficulties of humanity 
and life on earth, for every act and 
motive. 

Astrologers who are interested in this 
phase of the work use a special method, 
or key. They know the planets represent 
Spiritual influences affecting conscious- 
ness in their vehicles. The signs of the 

lac represent the senses, the vehicles

through which consciousness is working. 
The aspects denote the relation between 
spirit and body, or the attitude of the self 
towards its environment. They represent 
the varying and changing moods. 

The Quadruplicities represent the 
Force — the Triplicities, the Form the 
Force is using ; the grouping of planets in 
ethe Quaternaries synthesizes the natal 
pattern as a whole. The ability to synthe- 
size is the crucial part of this work re- 
quiring a thorough knowledge of astrol- 
ogy, good judgment, experience and an 
inherent psychoanalytical bent. Not all 
students are able to correlate this data 
and few can utilize it to advantage until 
they see its value in everyday life experi- 
ence, which comes through much re- 
search, thought and study. 

In trying to understand our children, 
we must realize they come to us to fulfill 
a destiny according to their natal qualifi- 
cations. Their attributes, both good and 
bad, are essential, for they form the 
character which in turn forces growth 
and experience that lead to the goal they 
are destined to reach. It is the desire of 
every parent to help the child help him- 
self, but too often there is a selfish angle 
which turns the child from his own natu- 
ral bent into another channel of expres- 
sion, often bringing struggles and tending 
to develop the poorer of characteristics 
presenting the parents with a problem. 

It is so difficult to realize that a tiny 
baby knows anything, or has a motive. 
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We all know or feel that children desire 
understanding; they seek this because it 
gives confidence to themselves and others, 
but lacking this assistance they develop a 
feeling of enslavement to environment 
and a strong urge for freedom as théy 
grow older. Cuddling and making over a 
child is not what is desired—that action 
is not understanding the child, which is 
what he needs for it does not bring the 
proper response. Every complex created 
by external interference in early childhood 
hinders development in one way or an- 
other. From this point of view we realize 
astrology has much to teach us. Children 
come to us with inhibitions, which seem 
to be a semblance of the same type of re- 
pressed emotion the mother had. during 
her nine months of pregnancy. We can- 
not but ask the question: “Where does 
memory begin—immediately after con- 
ception, or after-the birth of the child?” 
How is it possible that an astrologer 
who casts a Pre-natal Epoch chart (the 
chart made up at the moment of concep- 
tion) can find the true pattern of the life 
written therein? What impression does 
the mother make on the cells and nerves 
of the little body as it is forming during 
the nine months? Many of these impres- 
sions can be found in the natal chart. For, 
instance, we often hear a mother say: “I 
don’t know what happened to me, but 
previous to my pregnancy I always liked 
relatives around me, yet, during that 
period of nine months I could not bear 
to be near them.” In like manner the 
child will dislike relatives as he grows up 
and be disagreeable when he is with them. 
There are many illustrations one can use 
to bring ‘out this point, but the reader 
will only have to turn his mind back to 
some experience or emotion he has had 
that he could not understand, and tracing 
the thought will go back to childhood 
and realize something of value, or better 
still, ask mother. 

It is a wise mother who retraces her ex- 
periences to the period of the nine months 
pregnancy and examines her feelings 
and emotions, her desire and fears. She 
will then better understand her child’s 
complexes. Interested mothers who have 
tried out this system have been amazed 
at the result. 


Birth Not by Chance 


Children do not just “happen” to be 
born by chance in a given place and in 





certain surroundings, or to certain 
parents. They are born because of the 
planetary influences on that place and at 
that time. The birth map, combined with 
the parents’ charts clearly pictures this 
condition. Each individual learns his les- 
sons from the other, for where one is 
lacking in a quality, the other has it, and 
vice versa. The trouble here is that the 
parent seldom realizes the child has any- 
thing to offer in the way of an evensex- 
change. This is where trouble enters in 
and an unhappy state of affairs is created, 
yet as nothing is lost and each experience 
is valuable, the lessons are well learned. 

In order to get a lead in working out 
solutions to problems we start with the 
Quadruplicities, Triplicities and Quarter- 
naries, that is: Cardinal, Fixed, and Mu- 
table Signs; Fire, Earth, Air, and Water 
signs, and Quarternaries of South-East, 
South-West, North-West and North- 
East. It is found that Cardinal and Mu- 
table configuratiofs are higher in quality 
than the Fixed. Air is higher than Fire, 
and Water is higher than Earth. There 
is a method that correlates these configu- 
rations in the Quarternaries harmoniously 
since there is a relation between them. 
It is here we begin to learn how to syn- 
thesize. The Earth signs are in affinity 
with the Fixed signs; the water signs 
with the Mutable signs; Fire signs with 
the Cardinal signs. 

In the chart of a highly developed 
child, we find an emphasis of planets in 
the Cardinal and Mutable Quadruplicities 
(Aries, Leo, Sagittarius; Gemini, Libra, 
Aquarius, respectively). In the parent's 
chart we often find an emphasis on plan- 
ets in the Fixed Quadruplicities and 
Earth and Water Triplicities (Taurus, 
Leo, Scorpio, Aquarius and Taurus, Vir- 


go, Capricorn, Cancer, and Pisces, respec- 


tively). Taking this combination as an ex- 
ample we would be correct in judging the 
child. to be more highly developed than 
the parent, or vice versa. The point of 
combination can be reached by blending 
the Quarternaries. Often the Quadruplici- 
ties are more strongly expressed in the 
chart than the Triplicities, which can be 
worked out by an alert student and inter- 
pretated according to the nature of the 
influence. But the fact remains, however, 
that the parent is never able to change the 
natal characteristics of the child. 
Sometimes we find the chart of @ 





child who has planets in Peregrine (with- 
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out dignity or debility). This is an indi- 
cation he is not as highly developed, nor 
as forceful as one who has favorable 
Celestial strength, whether in debility or 
not. This child will need a mother who 
understands and who can definitely help 
him to find himself, so that he will be 
encouraged to rise above his associates 
and environment. It may be interesting td 
know that such a person will come in con- 
tact with this assistance. Sometimes it is 
the child who is the stronger and the 
parent who is the weaker, but the fact re- 
mains that each learns his lesson from the 
other. . 

The first seven years after birth are 
very important for the formation of the 
child’s personality. A famous psycholo- 
gist once said, “Give me a child to raise 
until he reaches the age of seven years 
and I will have faith in his ability to 
face the world henceforth.” An interest- 
ing period for an astrologer to study is 
the period covering the time from concep- 
tion to the first seven years of the child’s 
life. He will notice this interval is under 
the influence of the Moon which can be 
checked by the progression on planets, 
especially the moon in the mother’s chart, 
also it will be seen that the Moon in the 
child’s chart has reference to the mother’s 
influence on the child. 


The Moon's influence 


In many astrological text books there 
are references to the Moon’s influence on 
the mother-child relationship, but Evange- 
line Adams gave us some valuable in- 
formation and good suggestions regarding 
this moon phase of training. The writer 
has used this method of approach in help- 
ing a mother to guide her child and the 
mother has discovered a secret key for 
her guidance. 

For instance, the mother who has a 
child with the moon in the sign of Aries 
seems to have the tendency to be too am- 
bitious for him, and often tries to decide 
his course of action, whereas she should 
allow him to use his own judgment. A lit- 
tle thought on this combination will show 
the moon’s influence is dominating the 
feelings of both, creating a response un- 
healthful to each. She ought to lay more 
stress on the practical side of life and 
teach him how to be steady in making 
his own decisions. However, these 
mothers haye definitely been known to

select their child’s profession, or try to 
control it in some way, much to the un- 
happiness of the child. 

We have found that a mother whose 
child’s moon is in Gemini is uninter- 
ested in her child’s reactions to life. She 
always appears to be indifferent, and is 
unable to teach him to concentrate, conse- 
quently there is confusion. These children 
grow away from their mothers. They 
seem to be lacking in characteristics that 
give the protective influence that is neces- 
sary for a well adjusted life. The mother 
should strive to be more loving and ma- 
ternal in her attitude. She should show 
her affection in a thousand ways with 
sweetness and kindness. This method 
should be applied to a child who has the 
moon in Virgo, another Mercurial sign. 

Can you imagine how dictatorial a 
mother’s attitude towards her child would 
be when he has the moon in Leo if she 
gives in to her emotions? This highly 
developed Fire sign responds to spiritual 
influences and mental attributes, conse- 
quently it is necessary to train the child 
to use his common sense and rationalize 
his emotions from a practical point of 
view. Often the mother turns these mat- 
ters over to someone else, if she fails to 
make an impression by dictating to him. 

If the child’s moon is in the Water 
sign of Cancer, the mother is so devoted 
as to make the child selfish, and a com- 
plex may be developed to the extent that 
if a male, he seldom marries until after 
his mother’s death. In other words, he 
seeks the mother-image. A girl may be 
so devoted to her mother as to permit her 
to make all her decisions. She is helpless 
when she has to meet the problems of life 
alone. The mother should release her 
children with confidence for she can de- 
pend upon them to decide their life’s 
course for themselves. 

It is impossible to cover every sign of 
the Zodiac in this article, but there is 
enough information to give the earnest 
student a lead in working out the combi- 
nations for himself. There is room for 
more research in this field. 

Very little has been said in this article 
concerning the environment, or home 
where the child was born. It is one of the 
most difficult problems which lie half re- 
vealed in the horoscope, nevertheless it 
should be taken into consideration con-

nation of magic with astrological timing. 
Time, you know, is the essence. Roger 
Bacon argued, in his Opus Majus that 
magic could be accomplished if performed 
at the proper astrological moment. But my 
study has been in the works of Cecco 
d’Ascoli,* who was a professor of astrol- 
ogy at the’ University of Balogana. 
Perhaps the magic was black that he ex- 
plained—and the church admitted diabolic 
arts—but when he claimed that enchant- 
ments performed under certain constella- 
tions could control malign spirits in the 
aerial spheres, he came near Satanism. 
But when he argued that the birth, 
poverty, and death of Christ, came ac- 
cording to the rules of the stars, he was 
charged with dealings with the necro- 
mancy of the Moors. He was arrested, 
tried by a court under Pope John XXII, 
and sentenced to death at the stake. He 
was the first—and last astrologer—to die 
for his teachings. 

“I have supplied the moment, as of 
midnight, and you and your wife will 
represent the balance of the feminine 
and masculine. Master Kelly has his own 
magical apparatus I do not wish even to 
understand. I fear this is more black 
magic than white, but my own heart is 
pure.” 

“Will witches fly with broomsticks ?” 
queried my wife, with a little laugh. 

“There is a thin uncertain between the 
life we know, and the unknown, across 
that little step from life to death. Without 
dying we wish to go across, get in touch 
with the spirits still clay-held, and try to 
make one of these spirits do our bidding.

Cecco d’Ascolo has frequently been ranked very 
high as a scientist. He himself presumably believed 
in his own teachings, and the story goes that he pre- 
served at his trial and execution a magnificent a 
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The servants carried high torches, bad- 
ly needed until we came out of the north 
woodland, into an open space where, Dr, 
Dee whispered to me, once stood a gib- 
bet. Here was a cross road. The torches 
were struck into the ground, and Edward 
Kelly went to the basket, and to work. 

First he made a huge circle, using cloth 
that had an odd, unearthy glow in the 
night. At five points, outside, he laid 
down peculiar five pointed figures which 
I have heard since were pentacles, used 
as defenses against powers of evil, anda 
powerful means of conjuration. 

In the center of the circle Kelly placed 
a hazel trident. This was a weapon of 
sorcery—and no doubt, in common and 
unlearned vulgarization, the witch riding 
her broomstick is really riding her trident. 

Now Kelly bound around his forehead 
a band with a double triangle on it, The 
Sign of Solomon, and another similar 
band about his chest. The number, perfect 
in magic, six, of the points, had some 
connection. 

Lamps were lighted, on stands, not for 
illumination, but to burn what looked, to 
me, like tiny broken cricifixes, and I 
smelled alum and sulphur. 

Helen was told by Kelly to stand at a 
point outside the circle, at the west, and 
I was to stand at the east. The servants 
were sent home. Dr. John Dee and Count 
Laski and Edward Kelly stepped inside 
the circle, and the latter now drew from 
a scabbard a sword without hilt (for that 
same hilt would have formed a cross, and 
these rites were unholy, though I did not 
know this at the time, or even friendship 
with Dr. Dee would never have brought 
me to this experiment at midnight.) 
Helen felt the ring on her finger, as if to 
tell herself, I shall have this for payment 
in the morning. 

Then, using his sword in flourishes, 
Edward Kelly began to talk, as if ina 
familiar manner to those unseen he. knew 
must be listening to him: 

“T summon you, earth-born spirits, by 
the signs of my sword, made into the air, 
and the names of Pah, Tetragrammaton, 
Adonay, Seraphin, Machatan, to hear my 
words, and for one of you to break 
through the circle, by means of the open- 
ing that will be made at midnight.

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Tue month of October 1950 opens 
with a carry-over of the bear cycles which 
were outlined in this column for last 
month. Dates when unfavorable planetary 
aspects and parallels appear are the 3rd 
(2 aspects), 4th, 5th, 6th (3), 11th, 12th 
(2), 13th, 15th, 16th. In contrast, the 
avorable dates, when bull cycles and 
parallels are found are the 4th, 9th, 12th, 
17th, 18th (2), 19th (2), 20th (2), 24th, 
25th (2), 26th, 28th, 29th (2), 30th, and 
$list. The planetary pattern for October is 
unusual—unusual to find such a sequence 
of favorable aspects of Sun, Mercury, 
Venus, Mars and the outer planets, in- 
cluding parallels, in the last half of the 
month, uninterrupted by any “sour notes” 
of bear cycles. This favorable trend of the 
aspects continues in the sky to the Sth of 
November, with five more favorable 
planetary maturities in the first five days 
of November, and none unfavorable un- 
til the 5th. 

Our USA elections for Congress, and 
many State contests are slated for Tues- 
day, November 7th. It is getting ahead 
of this column to state that there is an- 
other storm of planetary bear contacts 
which appears in November, after the 
elections. We shall discuss that next 
month. But it is right on time for October 
to note that this last half month is un- 
usual with its inflationary-bullish-optimis- 
tic indications. The trend of business, and 
the diagram of the averages may not be 
all upward, just because these cycles are 
favorable. Sometimes it takes favorable 
cycles to check a previous decline, and 
“hold the line” against further mark- 
downs. A classic illustration of this favor- 
able-cycle-marking-a-bottom is July 1932,

as the great Bear Market which had 
started in 1929 registered a dying gasp 
with a low of $41.32 on the Dow-Jones 
Industrials, and $13.23 on the Rails, clos- 
ing figures. This was on July 8, 1932. A 
fine bull cycle of Jupiter trine Uranus 
matured by longitude the very next day, 
and the market turned upward from its 
historic low. (October 1950 will not be 
any historic low, however.) Sometimes 
favorable cycles help a rally. An illustra- 
tion is right at hand, the Jupiter-Uranus 
trine which matured by longitude on July 
20th, and by right ascension on July 31, 
1950. The Stock Market has scored a six- 
week high, up through August 4th, as 
this is being written. The recent low was 
$197.46 Dow-Jones Industrials, on July 
13th. The recovery to $212.66 closing av- 
erages, Industrials, on August 4th is right 
on time with this very favorable trine. 
The whole pattern of the market is a dia- 
gram of alternate human hopes and fears. 
During this last half of October we find 
indications of hope, optimism, inflation- 
ary forces in the foreground. Whatever 
may have happened in world events, and 
in the markets in September, there is 
hardly any new Bull Market top in late 
October, according to planetary forces. It 
is more suggestive of a short term rally. 
Something like the pre-election uptrend 
that we remember in October 1948. 
Markets tend to discount future events, 
that can be estimated, or guessed at; sur- 
prise results bring surprise selling, and 
frantic adjustments of trading positions. 
This column does not predict the winners 
of the November elections in USA. It 
does find that whatever the results, who- 
ever stays in power, or comes to power, 
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we shall see surprising market reactions 
in the weeks and months to follow, based 
on planetary cycles. 

The inflationary trend which has been 
gaining daily momentum seems to be 
boosted in October. The New Moon on 
the 11th is conjunction the illusionary- 
inflationary Neptune. Jupiter is power- 
fully angular, in the 4th house of the 
lunation chart as erected for Washing- 
ton, with expansive prosperity and boom 
prices for products of the land. Venus 
makes the conjunction and parallel to 
Neptune on the 17th, Mercury does the 
same on the 19th. Sun makes the lucky 
trine to Jupiter on the 21st, and parallels 
it on the 29th. Mercury and Venus trine 
Jupiter on the 25th and 26th, Mercury 
makes the parallel on the 31st. All these 
are fine, desirable, optimistic type indi- 
cators. But in October they are based on 
a foundation as weak as a block of gela- 
tin dessert. 

October dates to wa&ch, for turning 
points, and/or increased activity in vol- 
ume and price trend: Moon is maximum 
North declination on the 3rd and the 30th, 
maximum South declination on the 16th. 

Our most recent illustration of activity 
and turning point is July 13th (Moon 
maximum North), the climax of violent 
selling waves rocking the market, and the 
Dow-Jones Industrials at their low for 
1950, $197.46. On October 15th Uranus 
is stationary turning retrograde. Jupiter 
is stationary turning direct on the 24th. 
Venus crosses the celestial equator on the 
6th, Mercury does so on the 12th. The 
Venus crossing is a quickie, with a mel- 
low tendency in itself, when not cancelled 
by other factors. 

Moon-Saturn contacts for October be- 
gin with a square after market hours on 
Monday the 2nd; a parallel and conjunc- 
tion on Monday the 9th; another parallel 
on the 10th. The next square comes on 
Sunday the 15th; another parallel and op- 
position on Monday the 22nd; with a final 
square on Monday the 30th. We shall see 
‘how that old expression, “blue Monday,” 
may work out in these Moon-Saturn 
combinations. 

The favorable Moon-Jupiter contacts 
begin on the 3rd, with a trine too early 
(2:36 A.M., E.S.T.) to do much appar- 
ent good. The opposition comes after 
market hours on the 7th. A Moon-Jupiter 
opposition tends to make folks spend fast 
and furiously, even wastefully. In July 


1950, just passed, the opposition came 
on the 18th, followed by the ‘favorable 


parallel, all during market hours. With: 


the addition of Moon favorably sextile 
Uranus, and Mars sextile Pluto, this date 
saw the sharpest rally in the stock market 
since the outbreak of the Korean war, 
three weeks before. Dow-Jones Indus- 
trials closed up $4.25 for the day, Rails 
gained $1.55, and Utilities were 2/c high- 
er. Volume was not too frantic, the rise 
was not crowded. Back to our October 
picture, Moon favorably trines Jupiter 
on the 12th, too early. in the morning, 
1:01 A.M., E.S.T. It makes the sextile 
too early again, on Monday the 16th. 
But the conjunction on the 20th falls at 
11:30 A.M., E.S.T., during market hours, 
With the Moon favorably trine the Sun 
just before the market opens, at 9:42 
A.M., and Moon parallel Jupiter that 
afternoon, 5:15 P.M., this 20th is a day 
to watch. Saturday the 21st is another 
beautiful astrological day, with Sun trine 
Jupiter, Mercury sextile Pluto, Moon 
parallel Sun, Venus and Mercury, and 
trine Uranus. But we repeat it, and em- 
phasize it in this study, any favorable 
indications which are found in the market 
and business picture around this time are 
on jittery, unstable, insecure foundations. 

Something like having a fine harvest of 
cherries on the trees in the orchard, all 
ready to pick, and put down in delicious 
preserves for the winter. (Putting divi- 
dends or capital gains in the bank.) But 
one might want to delay a few days for 
the fruit to fully ripen (or the stock to go 
ex-dividend, or add another point or two 
on the price), and along comes a summer 
thunderstorm with devastating hail—and 
the whole crop is ruined. Worse still, the 
trees might be torn and beaten down so 
badly that it would take several years (an- 
other stock market cycle), for them to 
get back into production again! 

More favorable Jupiter contacts appear 
on the 25th and 26th, with Moon in sex- 
tile, and Venus and Mercury both in 
trine. The final Moon-Jupiter trine comes 
on Monday the 30th, at 8:18 A.M.; a 
strange morning, because Moon follows 
with the square to Saturn within the 
hour, at 8:56 A.M. 

World events have cascaded upon us 
this past few weeks. More are to come. 
The outlook is unclear. We had enjoyed 
the greatest peacetime boom in our his- 
tory up to June. Now business is ponder- 
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ing the possible return. of allocations on 
raw materials, price controls, re-negotia- 
tions, manpower shortages. An increase 
is expected in taxes. The excise tax re- 
duction bill that had been working 
through Congress is considered dead. 
Commodity prices are skyrocketing, with 
a rush of consumer buying, and some re- 
ported hoarding ; a rush to buy homes not 
yet completed in thé building boom; an- 
other rush to get foundations started,’ and 
buildings off the drawing board, and 
started in fact, before materials might 
be diverted or shut off. Leading life in- 
surance companies are announcing war 
clauses with some specific restrictions for 
certain new life contracts they are issuing. 
(New war clauses cannot be made retro- 
active to old policies which do not have 
them.) The steel market is in a frenzy, 
with fear that allocations will push back 
civilian orders, and steel making operat- 
ing at top capacity. 

Rent control may be studied for exten- 
sion and re-use where it is considered 
needed ; politicians puzzled over the Ko- 
rean war's effect on the November elec- 
tion. Wage and price controls and con- 
sumer rationing may be under considera- 
tion, with manpower skills already short 
in some industries, and a frantic scramble 
for paper and paperboard, in face of 
sweeping price increases the past few 
weeks. The paper market was in a firm 
position even before Korea. The cost-of- 
living is taking bigger bites out of the 
housewife’s budget. How to get rid of 
the mountains of surplus food bought 
for price supports? The Wall Street 
Journal reports that the Government is 
worrying about 200 million pounds of 
butter, 322 million pounds of dried milk, 
80 million pounds of cheese and 107 mil- 
lion pounds of eggs—that’s 321 million 
dozen—now “languishing” in Federal 
warehouses, bought to keep prices high 
for the producer, and efforts to sell or 
give them away have reportedly failed, 
and behind all this is the danger of spoil- 
age of hundreds of millions of dollars 
worth of food. 

Such is part of the picture, as of the 
first week in August 1950, as this is being 
written for October publication. A sub- 
scriber has written to ask how we can 
expect a depression, according to the 
planetary cycles, in the face of all this 
warlike inflationary boom, added to the 


greatest peace time boom in our history? 
It is not given to mortal man to know 
the answer, and to be able to spell out 
the sequence, event by event, that we shall 
see in the next few months and years. 
But we can assess the kind of planetary 
weather we shall go through. And we 
know from a comparison of the oncoming 
planetary positions with higtory, that a 
series of sharp, harsh, béarish cycles 
brings an unfavorable time in business, 
human events, and market prices. If the 
crash which is indicated by the planetary 
movements does not come at its time, it 
is not cured, or healed, or aborted. When 
it does catch up with the world the dis- 
aster will only be the greater and more 
devastating. The suggestion of the busi- 
ness-economic-financial crisis of 1951- 
1952 will be found in the Saturn-Uranus 
square which matures three times in the 
next two years, along with other bear 
indicators. 

We had such a square of Saturn- 
Uranus during 1860 to 1862, and our 
business charts show a “secession depres- 
sion” during 1861 and 1862, as the USA 
Civil War was blazing across that genera- 
tion. This writer has a heavy heart, as 
this study is being written. Whether the 
month of October 1950 may bring .in 
some favorable upside move—or if mere- 
ly a breathing spell after September—it 
seems to be only the calm before the ad- 
ditional storm. In an earlier column it 
was suggested that the days of grace for 
the 1948-1950 Bull Market had expired. 
In October we might say it is only bor- 
rowed time that is left. 

After the close, August 4, 1950, Dow- 
Jones Industrials $212.66, up $4.45 for 
the week; Rails $61.78, up $1.07; Utili- 
ties $38.14, up 34c, and 65 Stocks $76.28, 
up $1.37.
